Divorce

Lawyers hostile to no-fault divorce 
and skeptical of Illinois’ new mar­ 
riage and divorce law “ have nothing 
to worry about,” the author of the law 
told Northwest suburban attorneys 
Wednesday night. 
Marshall Auerbach, an 
attorney 
specializing in matrimonial law, told 
the annual meeting of the Northwest 
Suburban Bar Assn. the new divorce 
law is constitutional and represents 
the first reform of the state’s 103- 
year-old divorce laws. 
He assured the group of some 300 
lawyers, however, that the new law is 
not a no-fault act, a bill that has been 
defeated numerous times in the Gen­ 
eral Assembly. 
No-fault divorce, passed for the first 
time in 1970 in California, would grant 
a divorce simply on the statement of 
a married couple that the marriage 
no longer can work. 
THE NEW ILLIN O IS divorce law, 
which took effect Oct. 1, provides for 
reform in several areas, most notably 
in the grounds that can be cited for 
divorce. 
The law now only requires persons 
seeking divorces to state the grounds 
for them without going jnto specific 
testimony. The law also eliminates di­ 
vorce trials by jury. 
Auerbach, a member of the presti­ 
gious Chicago law firm of Jenner & 
Block, said Illinois, the 48th state to 
adopt a divorce reform law, con­ 
sistently turned down attempts to 
pass no-fault divorce because of oppo­ 
sition from the legal community.

corporates divorce reform measures 
and establishes case law while ex­ 
cluding no-fault divorce provisions. 
HE SAID SIM ILAR laws passed in 
other states have been declared con­ 
stitutional and dismissed criticisms 
that the Illinois law might not survive 
a constitutional challenge. 
In addition to provisions surround­ 
ing grounds for divorce, the new law 
a l s o reforms decisions involving 
alimony, property rights and child 
support. 
Under the new act, evidence of ma­ 
rital nodsconduct cannot be considered 
by the court when deciding these mat­ 
ters, Auerbach said.

The su n, the moon and the earth fell briefly into line 
Wednesday , casting a shadow ov er mu ch of the Western 
Hemisphere and fascinating millions who didn’t know 
why . 
It was ju st a cosmic accident, nothing more. It lasted 
only minu tes. It wasn’t really beau tifu l or my steriou s 
or meaningfu l. And contrary to ancient belief, it wasn’t 
a dragon dev ou ring the Sim God. 
In Chicago, where only one-eighth of the su n dis­ 
appeared behind the moon, it was ev en less impressiv e. 
Hoping to see the sight of a lifetime, some 300 persons 
gathered at the Adler Planetariu m and saw what look­ 
ed like a beam of a flashlight on a ceiling, with a chu nk 
of the beam missing. 
Definitely nothing of cosmic conseq u ences, so to 
speak. 
Bu t still they crowded into the planetariu m lobby and 
arou nd a little table with a white sq u are atop it. 
THE TABLE stood directly beneath a beam of su n­ 
shine coming throu gh a telescope. The su nshine was a 
circle. When the moon crossed in front of the su n, the 
circle slowly y ielded to a dark disc. 
^An Adler Planetariu m astronomer placed a reflector, 
tilted at an angle, atop the white sq u are, and the beam 
of su nlight glanced off the reflector onto the ceiling. 
The people craned their necks to the ceiling say ing 
things like, “Isn’t that strange looking?” and, “Imagine 
what it looks like in the Pacific where those ocean 
liners are,” and, “Is that the real eclipse?” 
They said they were fascinated by it all, bu t cou ldn’t 


ex plain why . It’s different, said a few. It’s something to 
do with astronomy , said another. A woman said ev er 
since the space shots began, she’s been enthralled at 
any thing ou t there. 
ONE YOUNG MAN, who said he was a poet, said the 
eclipse represented the passing u i “world ages.” 
“We are reaching the end of the cy cle of a world 
age,” said Leroy Porche Jr. of Chicago. “Mankind is 
reaching into a higher lev el. It’s going from so mu ch 
materiality to spiritu ality .” A poem he had written said 
the same thing. 
All that from a partial eclipse of the su n. 
In his downstairs office, James Seev ers, Adler associ­ 
ate astronomer was less poetic. He ex plained that as­ 
tronomers and their less-scientific predecessors hav e 
been able to predict eclipses for centu ries, perhaps as 
long ago as 1700 B.C.

Carter signs 
S14.7 billion 


bill for cities 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter, saying some American city 
dwellers live in “devastated areas,” 
Wednesday signed a bill authorizing 
$14.7 billion in grants for cities, espe­ 
cially in the Northeast and Midwest. 


The allocations, spaced over 
a 
three-year period, give such cities as 
New York and Chicago tens of mil­ 
lions of dollars in added funding. 
But other hard-pressed urban cen­ 
ters — including Washington — will 
have to plead their cases with the 
U.S. Dept, of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment. 


“There are some devastated areas 
where American citizens live that are 
a disgrace to our great country,” Car­ 
ter said at Rose Garden bill signing 
ceremonies. “There is no immediate 
solution that can be offered. 
“I visited the South Bronx (in New 
York City) last week, which is enough 
to shake our confidence in the struc­ 
ture that we’ve evolved. I know that 
in many other places in the country 
there are similar areas.”

“This bill takes a giant step for­ 
ward,” Carter said, because it places 
“a focus of attention” on major urban 
areas.

T h e shuttle’s successful flight 
Wednesday, in which it took on the 
characteristics of a “high perform­ 
ance jet fighter” by gliding to a land­ 
ing at 212 miles an hour, needing only 
5.000 feet of runway instead of the 
projected 9,000 feet, proved the brak­ 
ing system of the craft could enable 
the shuttle to use a regular runway. 


With astronauts Joe Engle and 
Richard Truly aboard, the delta-wing­ 
ed craft, which some scientists jok­ 
ingly have labeled a “flying rock,” 
took off bolted to the back of its 
Boeing 747 mother ship as in previous 
tests. But for the first time, the 
shuttle made the flight without its 750- 
pound plastic tailcone, which had pro­ 
vided the craft in previous tests with 
aerodynamic stability. 


Without the tailcone, winds from the 
Enterprise buffeted the 747 while the 
two craft were climbing to separation 
altitude but the buffeting was not sev­ 
ere enough to abort the mission. 
Before reaching launch altitude, the 
tandem planes went through a dress 
rehearsal for the “pitchover” maneu­ 
ver which put them in a shallow dive 
to gather speed for the separation. 
Enterprise was blasted loose from 
the 747, traveling at 300 mph, at an 
altitude of 20,536 feet about one hour 
after the mated craft lifted off from 
the base.

Serious crime drops by 8,500 


Serious crime in Chicago dropped by more than 8,500 in the first 
half of this year compared to 1976, preliminary statistics released 
Wednesday by the FBI showed. The north central region, which 
includes Illinois, experienced an ll per cent drop in crime, the 
sharpest of any region, Atty. Gen. Griffin Bill said in the report 
releaued in Washington. Bell said reports of serious 
crimes 
dropped 7 per cent nationwide. 
During the first six months of this year. 96,047 serious crimes in 
Chicago were reported, compared to 104,629 during the first half of 
1976. Bell said the statistics are an indication that the “surge of 
crime in recent years is ebbing. “However, the number of violent 
crimes against persons remains high,” he said. The breakdown for 
the first six months in Chicago was: 380 murders and nonnegligent 
manslaughter, 578 rapes, 7,640 robberies, 5,024 aggravated as­ 
saults, 18,117 burglaries, 49,116 larceny thefts and 15,192 motor 
vehicle thefts.

At the moment, the FDA said, amphetamines are approved 
only for short term obesity control and 88 per cent of the legiti­ 
mate medical use of the drugs is for that purpose. Even though 
increased government control during the past decade has reduced 
the amount of amphetamines that legally can be manufactured by 
about 75 per cent, “ abuse of these drugs continues,” the FDA said. 
The agency has contended the drugs are of only “ trivial” use in 
weight control.

Pistol -whippers 
"et 30-50 years 


Two Chicago men were sentenced to 
up to 50 years in prison for a Park 
Ridge home invasion in which a 54- 
year-old woman was pistol whipped so 
badly she required plastic surgery 
and hospitalization for her wounds. 
Gale Nettles,, 38, and Paul VV. Ted­ 
der, 33, both of 844 VV. Anslie, were 
each sentenced to from 30 to 50 years 
on an armed robbery charge stemm­ 
ing from the home invasion of Ruth 
Fruehling, 54. of 320 S. Greenwood 
Ave., Park Ridge. 
The men entered the home about 
3:30 a.m. Aug. 12, 1976 and assaulted 
Mrs. Fruehling in the basement. Asis- 
tant States Atty. Michael Corbeil said 
Tedder threatened to kill the woman 
before pistol-whipping her for five 
minutes, he said. 
The men escaped after ransacking 
tile home and ripping out tile tele­ 
phone wire, Corkell said. 
Both were apprehended by Chicago 
police Sept. 21, 1976 and picked out of 
a police line-up by Mrs. Fruehling. 
Nettles and Tedder were also sen­ 
tenced to from six to 18 years in pris­ 
on for burglary. Tedder was also sen­ 
tenced to from three to nine years in 
prison for aggravated assault. 
In passing sentence. Cook County 
circuit Judge Marvin J. Peters said 
that “people have a right to feel safe 
in their own homes.” 
After the sentencing, Peters said 
that “home invasion is the kind of 
crime that is especially reprehensible.

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Panel to study possibility 
of raising drinking age 


Members of the Northwest Munici­ 
pal Conference Wednesday said the le­ 
gal drinking age should be raised to 
21 and will undertake a study to see if 
it is possible. 
Arlington Heights Village Trustee 
Ralph Clarbour asked the conference 
to look into the matter, saying his vil­ 
lage board is debating the question. 
He presented statistics showing that 
liquor offenses in 
both Arlington 
Heights and Illinois have increased 
dramatically since the drinking age 
was lowered to 19 by the Illinois Gen­ 
eral Assembly in 1973. 
Noting that several attempts to 
raise the drinking age have failed in 
the legislature, conference members 
said it would be ineffective to change 
the drinking age unless it were done 


on at least a regional level. 
The conference’s legislative com­ 
mittee will take an indepth look at the 
problem and come back to the group 
with a recommendation. Members 
said the conference could act regio­ 
nally or call for new legislation. 
Officials of several villages agreed 
the drinking has been a serious prob­ 
lem among teen-agers in their towns, 
and at least two towns already are 
considered raising the drinking age. 
“ MY BOARD DID not pass the ordi­ 
nance — not because they didn't feel 
they should — but because they felt it 
would be futile,’* said Village Pres. 
Virginia Hayter of Hoffman Estates. 
Mount Prospect Village Mgr. Rob­ 
ert Eppley said his board is going to 
look into the problem, noting his 


mayor, 
Carolyn Krause, 
has an­ 
nounced support for raising the drink­ 
ing age. 
“ It has caused nothing but trouble 
since it has been in,” he said, noting 
there has been an increase in teen­ 
age vandalism. And alcohol is in­ 
volved in it.” 
Niles Police Chief Clarence Emrik- 
son said 16 to 19 year olds always 
have been able to get alcohol surrepti­ 
tiously. 
Since the drinking age was lowered, 
he said the teen-agers as young as 14 
have been found intoxicated. 
“ They have always been able to get 
it but they haven’t been able to sit in 
gin mills and get half smashed so 
they could give police officers a hard 
time.”

Chemical is target of airbag foes 


By Douglas Starr 
Boston — On June 30, Sec. of Trans­ 
portation Brock Adams ordered car­ 
makers to insiall passive restraint 
systems (such as airbags and auto­ 
matic seatbelts) beginning with the 
1982 model year. Even though critics 
charged that the chemical used to in­ 
flate the airbags is itself dangerous, 
Congress upheld the order. 
The worrisome substance is sodium 
azide. A dry crystal in wafer or pellet 
form, it quickly turns to nitrogen gas 
when ignited by a “ squib,'” or electric 
match. New cars w ill contain about 
two pounds of the substance in steel 
containers mounted in the dashboard 
and steering wheel. Manufacturers 
say 
it 
is 
the 
only 
chemical 
that safely produces pure nitrogen, a 
harmless gas that comprises more 
than 70 per cent of the atmosphere. 
But sodium azide- is recognized as 
highly poisonous and fatal if inhaled 
or swallowed. Airbag foe Rep. Bud 
Shuster, R-Pa. charges that the chem­ 
ical could present the public with “ a 
serious danger if the canister is 
opened, broken, or leaks.” 
ALSO. ACCORDING to Washington 
State University researchers R. A. Ni- 
lan and A. Kleinhofs, “ sodium azide 
can cause genetic damage . . . great 
caution must be utilized in the use of 
this compound.” 
Manufacturers and Dept, of Trans­ 
portation spokesman say the chance 
of people coming into contact with the 
chemical is extremely small. The sub­ 
stance is sealed in high-strength steel 
containers. 
“ You’d 
need 
a 
com­ 
mercial hacksaw to get it out,” one 
researcher says. And virtually all of 
the sodium azide is consumed in the 
nitrogen-producing reaction. 
A Dept, of Transportation spokes­ 
man also points out that any collision 
serious enough to break the canister 
would set off the airbags, as would 
fire. 
But the chemical could prove a haz­ 
ard in abandoned or junked cars. 
Government officials concede that be­ 
fore airbags are widely used, regu­ 
lations concerning their safe disposal 
w ill have to be devised. Such regu­ 
lations — under* the Toxic Substances 
Control Act or Resource Recovery 
and Conservation Act — could require 
junk dealers to remove the canisters 
and sell them to recyclers or bury 
them according to federal guidelines. 
More simply, dealers could set off the 
airbags before disposing of the car. 
One airbag manufacturer believes 
that sodium azide disposal problems 
make other systems more attractive.

The balloonists, Dew’ey Reinhard, 
47, and Steve Stephenson, 44, of Colo­ 
rado Springs, Colo., did not say why 
they bad been forced down after near­ 
ly tw'O days in the air. They were 
cold, wet and tired but insisted they 
were not downhearted despite spend­ 
ing some three hours on the choppy 
Atlantic waters. 


“ YES, W E’RE well, although we’re 
very wet, very cold. We are both in 
pretty good health. We just haven’t 
had any sleep in the past 24 hours. It 
turned out to be a lot of work on that 
fügbt,” said Reinhard. 


Asked whether they would again 
defy history with a transatlantic at­ 
tempt, Reinhard said, “ Yes, I think 
I’ll try again next year.” 
Noting his chilled condition, Rein­ 
hard quipped “ I think it might be a 
little earlier in the year.”

HE SAID THEY expected to remain 
here a few days, supervising the crat­ 
ing of tiieir craft’s gondola for ship­ 
ment back to Colorado. 
Afterward, the men planned to take 
a commercial flight to Europe for a 
vacation. “ We planned to go there 
anyway,” said Reinhard. 
The Wallis’ captain, Thomas Hicks, 
said he had no difficulty coping with 
the waves and chill rainy weather in 
the rescue operation — “We fliK>ed a 
line over and pulled their craft 
aboard. It was no problem.” 
The black-and-silver “Eagle” took 
off Monday from Bar Harbor, Me. 
The balloonists had planned to spend 
five days on the trip and hoped to 
land in Ireland. 


PRIOR TO DITCHING the two bal­ 
loonists had “ anchored,” using a 
unique system of buoys linked to a 
steel cable in an attempt to hold the 
craft on course until a low pressure 
system passed.

DARTMOUTH, N.S. (UPI) - Two 
Colorado adventurers were forced to 
d i t c h their helium-filled balloon 
“ E a g I e * * in Hie Atlantic Ocean 
Wednesday — the 15th futile attempt 
to cross the ocean by balloon — but 
said after being rescued they will try 
again. 
The two men and the gondola of 
their craft were picked up by the Ca­ 
nadian Coast Guard ship Provo Wallis 
shortly before 6:30 p.m. EDT some 80 
miles east of Dartmouth. 
The balloonists, Dewey Reinhard, 


47, and Steve Stephenson, 44, of Colo­ 
rado Springs, Colo., did not say why 
they had been forced down after near­ 
ly two days in the air. They were 
cold, wet and tired but insisted they 
were not downhearted despite spend­ 
ing some three hours on the choppy 
Atlantic waters. 


“YES, WE’RE well, although we’re 
very wet, very cold. We are both in 
pretty good health. We just haven’t 
had any sleep in the past 24 hours. It 
turned out to be a lot of work on that 
flight,” said Reinhard. 


Asked whether they would again 
defy history with a transatlantic at­ 
tempt, Reinhard said, “Yes, I think 
I’ll try again next year.”

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - Asa 
Hilliard III, dean of education at San 
Francisco State University, testified 
in U. S. 
District Court Wednesday that 
standard IQ tests are practically use­ 
less for ranking children by in­ 
telligence. 


Hilliai’d was the fh'st witness at a 
trial to determine whether the state of 
California should be permanently ban­ 
ned from employing the tests in as­ 
signing black youngsters to classes 
for “ the educabic mentally retarded.” 
The ban is sought by civil rights 
law>^ ers on grounds that the standard 
tests are culturally biased against 
blacks. 


WHEN THE SUIT was filed, 27 per 
cent of the retaixied in California 
wei'e black — although they com­ 
prised only 9 per cent of the school 
population. But Hilliard said the tests 
are useless for several reasons in ad­ 
dition to cultural bias. 
Results are skewed, he said, be­ 
cause of “ the practice effect.” When 
given a test involving blocks, one 
child does well because he has done a 
lot of plaving with blocks. Another 
child who never played with blocks 
does less well. 
Another reason some children do 
poorly, he said, is because they suffer 
from poor teaclhng. He said standard 


IQ tests really measure achievement 
rather than intelligence. 
HE 
SAID 
EDUCATIONAL 
psy­ 
chologists do not agree on what in­ 
telligence is. If forced to define the 
term, he would say it is “ the ability to 
learn something somebody else is try­ 
ing to teach you.” 
In 1897, groups of 500 white children 
and 500 blacks in Washington, D.C., 
were tested on their ability to memo­ 
rize stanzas of poetry. The blacks did 
best, and Hilliard said “ it was then 
decided that memory is not in­ 
telligence.” 
But Hilliard’s main argument was 
that it is impossible to standardize IQ 
tests in the United States because of 
the existence of too many cultural dif­ 
ferences. He cited numerous questions 
in current tests to which different 
children would give different correct 
answers. 
When a child is asked on a W^ echsler 
test how to respond when hit by a 
much smaller child, the correct an­ 
swer would indicate restraint. How­ 
ever, for children in some neighbor­ 
hoods, the correct answer would be to 
hit back because that is what they are 
tauglit. 
SOME CHILDREN cannot answer a 
q u e s t i o n requiring awareness of 
checking accounts because their par­ 
ents do not have such accounts. Other 


children can fail to serialize a group 
of pictures into a story because they 
have different perceptions of a key 
figure — the policeman. 


The case, originally filed in 1971, is 
being heard without a jury by Judge 
Robert F. Peckham. In 1974, he is­ 
sued a preliminary injunction barring 


the tests for retarded child classifica­ 
tion in California.

W A S H I N G T O N ( U P I) — The 
House killed a congi'essional ethics re­ 
form bill Wednesday apparently ang­ 
ered 
by embarrassing disclosures 
brought to light by an earlier reform 
and soured at the prospect of fur­ 
ther policing. 
The surprise move, a personal de­ 
feat for Speaker Thomas P . O’Neill, 
followed Tuesday's disclosure that 
members had used taxpa^ 'er money 
for business entertainment e.xpenses, 
including club dues and an office 
Christmas party. 
“ I know the timing (of the new re­ 
form proposal) is bad because of the 
stories in the papers,” O’Neill said. 
“ There is resentment by many mem­ 
bers because tiiey have to reveal to 
the public so many things.” 
ALTHOUGH THE decisive vote w as 
on a technical matter, it effectively 
quashed the last major reform pro- 
ix>sal of the Commission on Adminis­ 
trative Review', a special panel as­ 
signed to tighten ethical standards 
and revise administrative procedures 
following last year’s congi'essional sex 
scandals. 
O’Neill said he w^ anted the proposed 
1 eform bill — which focused on house­ 
keeping 
reforms, 
staff 
grievance 
procedm'es and committee system re­ 
visions — to !->e considered under a 
particular parliamentary rule. 
O’Neill w^ arned he would withdraw 
the bill if the rule were not approved 
and said, “I see no chance of further 
ethics legislation this year,” 
The House then defeated the rule, 
252-160. 
Several House members had e.x- 
pressed indignation at the publication 
Tuesday of a House clerk’s report, 
utich, imder a new reform require­ 
ment, div'ulged office expense spend­ 
ing information previously kept pri­ 
vate.

W A S H I N G T O N ( I P D - The 
House killed a congressional ethics re­ 
form bill Wednesday apparently ang­

by embarrassing disclosures 
brought to light by an earlier reform 
and soured at the prospect of fur­ 
ther policing. 
Tile surprise move, a personal de­ 
feat for Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill, 
followed Tuesday's disclosure that 
members had used taxpayer money 
for business entertainment expenses, 
including club dues and an office 
Christmas party. 
“ I know the timing (of the new re­ 
form proposal» is bad because of the 
stories in the papers/* O'Neill said. 
‘ There is resentment by many mem- 
l>ers because tiiey have to reveal to 
the public so many things.'* 
ALTHOUGH THE decisive vote was 
on a technical matter, it effectively 
quashed the last major reform pro­ 
posal of the Commission on Adminis­ 
trative Review, a special panel as­ 
signed to tighten ethical standards 
and revise administrative procedures 
following last year’s congressional sex 
scandals. 
O'Neill said ho wanted the proposed 
reform bill — which focused on house­ 
keeping 
reforms, 
staff 
grievance 
procedures and committee system re­ 
visions — to 
considered under a 
particular parliamentary rule. 
O'Neill warned he would withdraw 
the bill if the rule were not approved 
and said, “ I sec no chance of further 
ethics legislation this year.” 
The House then defeated the rule, 
252-100. 
Several House members had ex­ 
pressed indignation at the publication 
Tuesday of a House clerk’s report, 
which, under a new reform require­ 
ment, divulged office expense spend­ 
ing information previously kept pri­ 
vate.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Asa 
Hilliard III, dean of education at San 
Francisco State University, testified 
in U.S. District Court Wednesday that 
standard IQ tests are practically use­ 
less for ranking children by in­ 
telligence. 


Hilliard was the first witness at a 
trial to determine whether the state of 
California should be permanently ban­ 
ned from employing the tests in as­ 
signing black youngsters to classes 
for “ the educable mentally retarded.’* 
The ban is sought by civil rights 
lawyers on grounds that the standard 
tests are culturally biased against 
blacks. 


WHEN THE SUIT was filed, 27 per 
cent of the retarded in California 
were black — although they com­ 
prised only 9 per cent of the school 
population. But Hilliard said the tests 
are useless for several reasons in ad­ 
dition to cultural bias. 
Results are skewed, he said, be­ 
cause of “ the practice effect.” When 
given a test involving blocks, one 
child does well because he has done a 
lot of playing with blocks. Another 
child who never played with blocks 
docs less well. 
Another reason some children do 
poorly, he said, is because they suffer 
from poor teaching. He said standard 


IQ tests really measure achievement 
rather than intelligence. 
HE 
SAID 
EDUCATIONAL 
psy­ 
chologists do not agree on what in­ 
telligence is. If forced to define the 
term, he would say it is “ the ability to 
learn something somebody else is try­ 
ing to teach you.” 
In 1897, groups of 500 white children 
and 500 blacks in Washington, D.C., 
were tested on their ability to memo­ 
rize stanzas of poetry. The blacks did 
best, and Hilliard said “ it was then 
decided that memory is not in­ 
telligence.” 
But Hilliard's main argument was 
that it is impossible to standardize IQ 
tests in the United States because of 
the existence of too many cultural dif­ 
ferences. He cited numerous questions 
in current tests to which different 
children would give different correct 
answers. 
When a child is asked on a Wechsler 
test how’ to respond when hit by a 
much smaller child, the correct an­ 
swer would indicate restraint. How­ 
ever, for children in some neighbor­ 
hoods, the correct answer would be to 
hit back because that is w’hat they are 
taught. 
SOME CHILDREN cannot answer a 
q u e s t i o n requiring awareness of 
checking accounts because their par­ 
ents do not have such accounts. Other 


children can fail to serialize a group 
of pictures into a story because they 
have different perceptions of a key 
figure — the policeman. 


The case, originally filed in 1971, is 
being heard without a jury by Judge 
Robert F. Peckham. In 1974, he is­ 
sued a preliminary injunction barring 


the tests for retarded child classifica­ 
tion in California.

How do you figure our 
saving-spending habits? 


The percent of personal income directed 
to personal savings in the year ending March 
31,1977, declined by 25 %, according to figures 
available from various government sources. 
The declining portion allocated to savings 
is more revealing when it is realized that per­ 
sonal income in the United States rose by 10% 
IN THE SAME PERIOD. 
In fact, the personal savings allocation was 
the only index registering a decline in the one- 
year period. Largest percentage inaeases went 
to personal taxes (up 18.7%) and durable goods 
expenditures (up 15 %). Non-durable goods 
expenditures increased 8.3%, and expenditures 
on services rose 12.4% in relation,to income. 
Consumer installment credit extended in the one-year period in­ 
creased 8.5 % and consumer installment credit repaid rose by 5 .2%. 
Personal income in the United States is more than double (2.3 
times) what it was in 1967, according to Consumer Price Index figures. 
Personal taxes are 2.65 times 1967 levels, and expenditures for serv­ 
ices and durable goods are 2.5 times what they were ten years ago. 
By contrast, personal savings are less than 1.5 times what they were 
in 1967. 
It is interesting to observe personal saving trends in relation to 
the recessions of 1970 and 1973-74. In the first quarter of 1969, per­ 
sonal saving had dropped to 35 % below the personal income level. 
With the 1970 recession it climbed sharply until by mid-1971 it was 
10.5 % above the steadily rising personal income. Again in mid-1972, 
personal savings were 24.5 % below the income index, whereas by 
mid-1975, the percentage allocated to savings had risen to 27.5% 
above the income Index. By the end of 1975, It had plummeted be­ 
low the income index, and its downward trend has persisted to the 
present. 
Keep in mind that this does not mean that gross savings have de­ 
clined but rather that the portion of total income directed to savings 
has suffered. Whenever Americans are afraid of the future, they tend 
to save. With the return of confidence, they spend. An understand­ 
able though short-sighted view!

"MONEY TALKS" 


How do you figure our 
saving-spending habits? 


The percent of personal income directed 
to personal savings in the year ending March 
31,1977, declined by 25%, according to figures 
available from various government sources. 
The declining portion allocated to savings 
is more revealing when it is realized that per­ 
sonal income in the United States rose by 10% 
IN THE SAME PERIOD. 


In fact, the personal savings allocation was 
the only index registering a decline in the one- 
year period. Largest percentage increases went 
to personal taxes (up 18.7%) and durable goods 
expenditures (up 15%). Non-durable goods 
expenditures increased 8.3%, and expenditures 
on services rose 12.4% in relation to income. 
Consumer installment credit extended in the one-year period in­ 
creased 8.5% and consumer installment credit repaid rose by 5.2%. 
Personal income in the United States is more than double (2.3 
times) what it was in 1967, according to Consumer Price Index figures. 
Personal taxes are 2.65 times 1967 levels, and expenditures for serv­ 
ices and durable goods are 2.5 times what they were ten years ago. 
By contrast, personal savings are less than 1.5 times what they were 
in 1967. 
It is interesting to observe personal saving trends in relation to 
the recessions of 1970 and 1973-74. In the first quarter of 1969, per­ 
sonal saving had dropped to 35% below the personal income level. 
With the 1970 recession it climbed sharply until by mid-1971 it was 
10.5% above the steadily rising personal income. Again in mid-1972, 
personal savings were 24.5% below the income index, whereas by 
mid-1975, the percentage allocated to savings had risen to 27.5% 
above the income index. By the end of 1975, it had plummeted be­ 
low the income index, and its downward trend has persisted to the 
present. 
Keep in mind that this does not mean that gross savings have de­ 
clined but rather that the portion of total income directed to savings 
has suffered. Whenever Americans are afraid of the future, they tend 
to save. With the return of confidence, they spend. An understand­ 
able though short-sighted view! 
With that kind of reasoning, Noah would have built the ark after 
the flood.

Chicago, HEW 
accord 
on 12-year school dispute 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A settle­ 
ment, announced Wednesday in a 12- 
year old dispute between the Dept, of 
Health, Education and Welfare and 
the Chicago school system, will in­ 
clude a teacher desegregation plan 
and provisions for student instructions 
in 20 languages. 
HEW Sec. Joseph Califano said the 
plan could serve as a model for other 
school systems. 
“The Chicago settlement should be 
a signal to the nation that there are 
alternatives to divisive litagation that 
drags on for years while teachers and 
students suffer from the harm in­ 
flicted by segregated faculties and in­ 
adequate attention to the needs of 
those children whose first language is 
not English,” he said. 
THE SETTLEMENT was announced 
at a news conference in Washington 
and in Chicago. 
The plan provides for desegregation 
of faculty and principals and a com­ 
prehensive bilingual education pro­ 
gram for children, HEW said. 
It sets a goal of achieving a racial- 
ethnic composition of the faculty in 
each Chicago school that will vary no 
more than IO per cent above or below 
the racial-ethnic composition of the 
faculty across all schools. 
City school faculty is 54 per cent 
white and 46 per cent minority, in­ 
cluding blacks and Hispanics. 


THE DESEGREGATION should be 
completed “within a year or two,” 
Califano said. 
He said the IO per cent goal would 
be achieved in stages — within a year 
— with a 12.5 per cent goal the inter­ 
im objective. 
The dispute dates back to 1955 when 
the U.S. education commissioners un­ 
der President Lyndon Johnson moved 
to deny federal funds for Chicago 
s c h o o l s because of alleged dis­ 
crimination in city schools. 
Rep. Ralph Metcalfe, D-Ill., who ap­ 
peared at HEW for the announce­ 
ment, said it represented “a great 
day” for Chicago and an assurance 
that race would not be a factor in the 
selection of employes and teachers for 
city schools. 
HEW statistics for the 1974-75 school 
year, latest available, put Chicago’s 
school system as the nation's third 
largest with more than 500,000 stu­ 
dents. New York and Los Angeles are 
the largest, in that order. 
The agreement removes the threat 
of loss of most federal aid. A question 
remains on the city’s eligibility for 
funds under the emergency school aid 
program. 
Califano said the settlement would 
e l i m i n a t e the “grounds for in­ 
eligibility for federal funding” but did 
not say when Chicago schools would 
become eligible.

Wo rthy No bel winners 


Since the first No bel Peace 
Prize was awarded in 19 0 1, the 
cho ices o f the No bel co mmittee 
hav e o ften pro v ed that peace 
can be co ntro v ersial. 


Mo st recently the awards to 
Martin Luther King Jr., fo rmer 
G e r m a n 
Chancello r 
Willy 
Brandt, and fo rmer Sec. o f State 
Henry Kissing er pro mpted criti­ 
cism fro m o ne po litical factio n 
o r ano ther. 
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This y ear, ho wev er, the No bel 
Peace Prize fo r 19 7 6 has been 
awarded to two wo men who 
hav e been wo rking to end the 
senseless killing in No rthern Ire­ 
land and the 19 7 7 prize has g o ne 
to Amnesty 
Internatio nal, 
a 
wo rldwide o rg anizatio n which 
fig hts po litical o ppressio n. 


Tho se awards o ug ht to be no n- 
co ntro v ersial since the wo rk o f 
Betty Williams and Mairead 
Co rrig an in No rthern Ireland 
and o f Amnesty Internatio nal o n 
a wo rldwide basis are g o o d ex ­ 
amples o f the ideals the Peace 
Prize was meant to pro mo te. 


In No rthern Ireland, a land o f­ 
ten described by the cliche 
“ strife-to rn,’* 
Mrs. 
Williams 
and Miss Co rrig an, o ne a Pro ­ 
testant and the o ther Catho lic, 
hav e bro ug ht sanity to public 
discussio n. 
They fo rmed the 
No rthern Ireland Peace Mo v e­ 
ment which has united bo th 
Catho Ucs and Pro testants who 
are sickened by the co ntinuing 
v io lence in that co untry . 


If the peace mo v ement has no t 


y et ended the killing in No rthern 
Ireland, it has at least fo cused 
public attentio n o n the deep de­ 
sire o f o rdinary peo ple fo r 
peace. That in itself is a wo rthy 
acco mplishment. 
In co ntrast to the indiv idual 
fo cus o f the 19 7 6 award, the 19 7 7 
award ho no rs an o rg anizatio n 
with 180 ,0 0 0 members in 10 7 
co untries. Since its fo unding in 
19 61, Amnesty Internatio nal has 
campaig ned o n behalf o f tho se 
persecuted fo r their po litical be­ 
liefs, ethnic o rig ins and relig io n. 
It is the fo remo st adv o cate o f 
po litical priso ners and ex po ses 
instances o f to rture wherev er it 
finds them. 


The ex istence o f o rg anizatio ns 
like Amnesty Internatio nal and 
indiv iduals like Mrs. Williams 
and Miss Co rrig an serv e as re­ 
minders o f ho w far the wo rld 
still is fro m the ideal o f peace. 


But such ex amples as the 19 7 6 
and 19 7 7 peace prize winners 
also pro v ide inspiratio n that 
ho wev er v io lent the wo rld, there 
are still tho se who wo rk to ward 
the ideal.

CALGARY, Alberta — In this period 
of blah politicians, who is the most 
d y namic, ex citing figu re on the North 
American continent, the one most 
lik ely to change the political geogra­ 
phy of this part of the world ?

ADD TO TfflS LICENSE a thorou gh 
command of the orator’s techniqu es 
in two langu ages. Rene Lev esqu e’s 
speech mov es in d ramatic rh^hm 
from sweet mod eration to sweeter re­ 
v enge and back again. He can re­ 
member and compress ev ery inju stice 
to his*people in an hou r’s time. He is 
by tu rns compromising, fu riou s, bare­ 
ly controlled , v isionary , practical . . . 
and he carries his au d ience along 
with him ev ery step of the way , lim­ 
ning ov er his time bu t mak ing his lis­ 
teners want more. 
M. Lev esqu e may hav e to stretch a 
d istinction or two as he d emonstrates 
why the French alone in Canad a, as

sition is d etectable only by a slight 
clenching of the teeth here, a barely 
lifted ey ebrow there. They are too po­ 
lite to heck le, or ev en snoirt. Were 
there ev er two people less psy ­ 
chologically compatible than the Brit­ 
ish and French? 
Not that the Anglicized Canad ians 
fail to appreciate Rene Lev esqu e. 
Again and again one hears them wish 
that he were on their sid e, for they 
seem to hav e no one to match him in 
v igor or passion. Or langu age. Rene 
Lev esqu e is a k ind of George Wallace 
a la Française. Both lead ers hav e a 
personal magnetism that towers ov er 
their cau se. Althou gh the comparison 
is scarcely fair to M. Lev esqu e’s ele­ 
v ated langu age. 
WITH EVERYTHING official in 
Canad a now written in both English 
and French (a tard y attempt to pacify 
the French) one is remind ed of the 
stateliness of the French langu age. 
What is pompou s in English becomes 
epochal in French, ev en if it is only a 
gu id e to a natu re (rail. 
Bu t no matter what langu age Rene 
Lev esqu e were to u se, whether Swa­ 
hili or German, especially German, it 
wou ld be clear what he was u p to. His 
speech has d efinite mov ements, lik e a 
sy mphony , going from introd u ctory 
themes d ownstream to powerfu l cli­ 
max es, alway s leav ing the impression 
of great and righteou s power ju stly 
restrained . 
It is a v irtu oso performance that 
wou ld mak e George Wallace, ev en in 
his hey d ay , sou nd a bit choppy . It is 
only an impression, bu t the Sou thern 
ne w s pa pe r m e n in the au d ience 
seemed the most sk eptical. Perhaps 
we are more u sed to M. Lev esqu e’s 


ty pe in politics. 
The one appeal Rene Lev esqu e 
seems incapable of mak ing is that to 
reason. Listening to him one feels 
part of a mov ement, not an ind iv id ­ 
u al. It is not so mu ch a matter of 
agreeing or d isagreeing as of being 
swept along by his force. His appeal 
is all too familiar. 
THE PEOPLE OF Qu ebec su ffer 
u nd er foreign d omination and pu ni­ 
tiv e restrictions. The people of Qu ebec 
will therefore d ecid e their own fate in 
a free and open plebiscite, the ru los 
for which will be set d own by his gov - 
emment to mak e certain that in­ 
sid iou s ou tsid e forces are not giv en 
u nd u e influ ence. Hav e no fear of tu r­ 
moil; be and his party are strong 
enou gh to k eep the really rowd y ele­ 
ments in control. 
“I repeat again,” he d eclares, his 
v oice bristling with hostility , “that 
there is no hostility in any thing I’m 
say ing.” Recalling ev ery slight to his 
people, he say s of his goal of an ind e­ 
pend ent Qu ebec: “It is not v engefu l.” 
Hav ing d enou nced half a d ozen con­ 
spiracies against his oppressed bu t 
noble folk by the British, the Ameri­ 
cans, the bank ers, the oil companies, 
he assu res his listeners: “I am not 
conspiratorial mind ed .” One misses 
only a d enu nciation of the Versailles 
Treaty . 
Rene Lev esqu e k nows his goal pre­ 
cisely — an ind epend ent Qu ebec — 
and he has ex plained it ov er and ov er 
again throu gh ten y ears, of speeches, 
book s, articles, campaigns. He has a 
v ision the other sid e lack s. His critics 
seem by tu rns d iv id ed , conciliatory , 
and only faintly d istu rbed . 
For the moment Canad a seems a 
melange of national characteristics 
and loose gov ernment held together 
only by a lay er of British d iscipline. 
How d eep that lay er goes, and how 
wisely it is u sed , may d etermine 
whether there will continu e to be one 
Canad a or two, or sev eral.

Since the first Nobel Peace 
Prize was awarded in 1901, the 
choices of the Nobel committee 
have often proved that peace 
can be controversial. 


Most recently the awards to

Henry Kissinger prompted criti­ 
cism from one political faction 
or another. 
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This year, however, the Nobel 
Peace Prize for 1976 has been 
awarded to two women who 
have been working to end the 
senseless killing in Northern Ire­ 
land and the 1977 prize has gone 
to 
Amnesty 
International, 
a 
worldwide

which 
fights political oppression. 


Those awards ought to be non­ 
controversial since the work of

Corrigan in Northern Ireland 
and of Amnesty International on 
a worldwide basis are good ex­ 
amples of the ideals the Peace 
Prize was meant to promote.

He is 
by turns compromising, furious, bare­ 
ly controlled, visionary, practical . . . 
and he carries his audience along 
with him every step of the way, run­ 
ning over his time but making his lis­ 
teners want more. 
M. Levesque may have to stretch a 
distinction or two as he demonstrates 
why the French alone in Canada, as 
opposed to the Ukrainians, say, or the 
Indian tribes, are entitled to a sepa­ 
rate nation of their own (“We were 
the first White North Americans to 
settle here”) but he has the nation­ 
alist leader’s conviction that his 
people is one and he is their prophet. 
The Brits sharing the head table, 
who doubtless have been through this 
well-rehearsed outpouring many times 
before, remain composed. Their oppo-

sition is detectable only by a slight 
clenching of the teeth here, a barely 
lifted eyebrow there. They are too po­ 
lite to heckle, or even snort. Were 
there ever two people less psy­ 
chologically compatible than the Brit­ 
ish and French? 
Not that the Anglicized Canadians 
fail to appreciate Rene Levesque. 
Again and again one hears them wish 
that he were on their side, for they 
seem to have no one to match him in 
vigor or passion. Or language. Rene 
Levesque is a kind of George Wallace 
a la Francaise. Both leaders have a 
personal magnetism that towers over 
their cause. Although the comparison 
is scarcely fair to M. Levesque’s ele­ 
vated language. 
WITH EVERYTHING official in 
Canada now written in both English 
and French (a tardy attempt to pacify 
the French) one is reminded of the 
stateliness of the French language. 
What is pompous in English becomes 
epochal in French, even if it is only a 
guide to a nature trail. 
But no matter what language Rene 
Levesque were to use, whether Swa­ 
hili or German, especially German, it 
would be clear what he was up to. His 
speech has definite movements, like a 
symphony, going from introductory 
themes downstream to powerful cli­ 
maxes, always leaving the impression 
of great and righteous power justly 
restrained. 
It is a virtuoso performance that 
would make George Wallace, even in 
his heyday, sound a bit choppy. It is 
only an impression, but the Southern 
n e w s p a p e r m e n in the audience 
seemed the most skeptical. Perhaps 
we are more used to M. Levesque’s 


type in politics. 
The one appeal Rene Levesque 
seems incapable of making is that to 
reason. Listening to him one feels 
part of a movement, not an individ­ 
ual. It is not so much a matter of 
agreeing or disagreeing as of being 
swept along by his force. His appeal 
is all too familiar. 
THE PEOPLE OF Quebec suffer 
under foreign domination and puni­ 
tive restrictions. The people of Quebec 
will therefore decide their own fate in 
a free and open plebiscite, the rules 
for which will be set down by his gov­ 
ernment to make certain that in­ 
sidious outside forces are not given 
undue influence. Have no fear of tur­ 
moil; he and his party are strong 
enough to keep the really rowdy ele­ 
ments in control. 
“I repeat again,” he declares, his 
voice bristling with hostility, “that 
there is no hostility in anything I’m 
saying.” Recalling every slight to his 
people, he says of his goal of an inde­ 
pendent Quebec: “It is not vengeful.” 
Having denounced half a dozen con­ 
spiracies against his oppressed but 
noble folk by the British, the Ameri­ 
cans, the bankers, the oil companies, 
he assures his listeners: “I am not 
conspiratorial minded.” One misses 
only a denunciation of the Versailles 
Treaty. 
Rene Levesque knows his goal pre­ 
cisely — an independent Quebec — 
and he has explained it over and over 
again through ten years of speeches, 
books, articles, campaigns. He has a 
vision the other side lacks. His critics 
seem by turns divided, conciliatory, 
and only faintly disturbed. 
For the moment Canada seems a 
melange of national characteristics 
and loose government held together 
only by a layer of British discipline. 
How deep that layer goes, and how 
wisely it is used, may determine 
whether there will continue to be one 
Canada or two, or several.

To me, ifs 
not worth it, considering the brand of 
hockey you see.” 


H EBN ER’S FAVORITE, the Mon­ 
treal U^nadiens, paid six visits to Bos­ 
ton’s famed Gardens during the 12- 
team league days.

Higher vacancy rates in the 


NW suburbs are discouraging 


apartment complexes from 


shifting to condominiums 
RENTAL APARTMENTS such as these In 
the Northwest suburbs will be spared 
C h i c a g o ' s condominium conversion 
craze — at least for the immediate fu­ 
ture. The reason? Relatively high vacan­ 
cy rates, said realty spokesmen.

H i g h vacancy rates are dis­ 
couraging condominium conversions 
in the Northwest suburbs. 
Conversions of rental properties — 
more frequent in Chicago and the 
North Shore suburbs — are “ probably 
five years away” in the Northwest 
suburbs, said David Mohl, president 
of the Multi-Family Housing Assn. of 
Illinois. 
Developers have built too many 
apartment units in the suburbs, creat- 
in g a p o o r market for 
con­ 
versions, Mohl said. 
“ YOU CANT DO successful con­ 
versions unless you have good occu- 
pan^ rates, not only in the building, 
but in the neighborhood,” he said. 
Mohl said prospective condominium 
buyers realize that if, in the near fu­ 
ture, they want to sell their units, 
they’ll have a “ buyer’s market” —• 
and consequently, reduced resale val­ 


ues ~ in the overbuilt Northwest sub­ 
urbs. 
Mohl estimated the suburbs are 
about 10 per cent overbuilt. He said 
rental properties in Chicago have 
aboqt 99 per cent occupancy rates, 
while rental apartments in the sub­ 
urbs average 95 per cent occupancy. 
William Sally, vice president of the 
property 
management division 
of 
Baird 
& 
Warner, 
Chicago, 
gave 
slightly different figures. 
SALLY SAID occupancy rates in the 
suburbs average 92 to 93 per cent, 
compared to rates of 97 per cent in 
Chicago. 
However, he said this is an im­ 
provement over the late 1960s and 
early 1970s when there was a glut of 
apartments. 
“ When Chicago had a 5 per cent va­ 
cancy rate, the Northwest corridor 
had a 12 per cent vacancy factor,” 
Sally said. 


Apartment complexes built during 
those boom years usually contained a 
mix of 60 per cent two-bedroom units, 
30 per ceiä one-bedroom units and 10 
per cent studios, Sally said. 
As a result, the suburbs suffered a 
glut of two-bedroom apartments, he 
said. 
“THE MAJORITY of vacancies you 
have are still working off that glut of 
1969, 1970, 1971,” he said, adding “ I 
wouldn’t call it a glut any more.” 
Mohl cited Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Palatine as suburbs 
overflowing with apartment buildings. 
While the financially healthy com­ 
plexes report 95 per cent occupancy, 
Mohl said, the poorly managed devel­ 
opments have occupancy rates as low 
as 70 per cent. 
Consequently, suburban apartments 
experience a higher turnover rate 
than their counterparts in Chicago, 
Mohl said. 


“ People, have more freedom to 
move around,” he said. “ There’re 
also more singles in the suburbs than 
there used to be.” 
BECAUSE OF high vacancies, one 
also finds a dearth of new construc­ 
tion of rental apartmemts in the 
Northwest suburbs. 
“ I think you’ll see multi-family con­ 
struction, but it will be in townhouses, 
quadrominiums and condos,” Sally 
said. 
Another factor that discourages new 
construction of rental properties is 
economics; builders realize apart­ 
ments offer them a poor return on 
their dollars. 
“ Rents are so cheap now, it’s not 
really practical to build as rental 
apartments,” Sally said. He said a na­ 
tional survey showed a 25 per cent in­ 
crease in rcaits would be necessary to 
make rental apartments economically 
viable. 


In such a competitive market, some 
landlords give costly concessions that 
might include reduced security depos­ 
its, liberal pet and decorating privi­ 
leges, a free month’s rent, free tele­ 
vision sets or even free weekend va- 
catioiKs. 
HOWEVER, MOHL said, “ They’re 
not reducing the rents. They (land­ 
lords) keep thinking eventually the 
apartments will fill up, and they want 
them to have higher rents when they 
do fill up.” 
Sue Lueder, of the Apartment Infor­ 
mation Service in Mount Prospect, a 
tenant-referral service, said the range 
of rents in the Northwest suburbs cur­ 
rently Is: 
• For a one-bedroom apartment, as 
low as $230; $255 to $275 average; and 
$300 to $315 for the most expensive. 
• For two-bedroom apartments, as 
low as $250 to $265; $300 to $325 aver­ 
age; and $350 for the most expensive. 


Rent increases averaged between 
$10 and $25 this year, Ms. Luedei 
said. In those electrically heated 
apartments in which tenants pay their 
heating bills, rents may be about $30 
lower than comparable units in which 
the landlord foots the heating costs. 
INCREASINGLY, 
one 
will find 
apartments in which tenants will pay 
for heating, Sally said. He said nation­ 
al studies have shown a tenant will 
use 30 per cent less energy if he must 
pay for it. 
More prospective tenants are opting 
for older, “ basic” apartments, Ms. 
Lueder said. She said many tell her 
they seek, above all else, quality 
maintenance, and can skimp on such 
luxuries as dishw^her, kitchen dis­ 
posals and elaborate recreation facil­ 
ities in exchange for lower rents. 
A trend that sets the Northwest sub­ 
urbs apart from other communities in

New houses up 8% over 1976 
Lumber prices blamed 
for rising home costs

WASHINGTON (U P I) — Building or buying a new 
home is likely to cost you about eight per cent more 
this year than it would have last year. 
The National Assn. of Home Builders provides that 
figure. A spokesman says the median price of new 
homes sold during the first seven months of this year 
was $47,900, compared with $27,600 five years ago. 
The home builders group contends rising costs are 
threatening to squeeze many would-be home buyers out 
of the market. A new recession in the housing industry 
could result. 
THE GROUP BLAM ES the price of lumber that went 
up 20 per cent during the month of August alone. It 
has risen 90 per cent in the past two years. 
(However, lumber prices reportedly dropped 20 per 
cent in September because of a seasonal decline in 
housing starts.) 
It hints broadly that timber conservation on federal 
lands, complicated by confused federal policies, is at 
fault for restricting the supply of wood and driving 
prices up. The group says Congress is already tinkering 
with classifying millions of additional acres of federal 
lands in such a way that they cannot be logged. 
The'builders’ statements probably signal the start of 
anoth^ round of a long-standing battle between con­ 
servationists and the lumber and home-building in­ 
dustry./ 


ENVIRONMENTALISTS SAY the timber industry has 
denuded its privately held lands and now wants to 
“ scalp” public lands to meet consumer demands for 
more wood. 
The Natiwial Forest Products Assn. denies this. It 
claims huge volumes of timber are rotting away on 
federal land, most of which are National Forests con­ 
trolled by the Agriculture Dept. 
Both sides seem to agree there is no shortage of tim­ 
ber. They disagree on how to go about getting it. 
Douglas Scott of the Sierra Club’s Seattle office said 
he thinks the housing industry is unfairly singling out 
the price of wood. Scott says it really is a small factor 


compared with labor and other home-building costs. 
HE SAID TIM BER now being harvested from public 
lands in Alaska is being sold to Japan. 
Scott contended the answer is better management, 
including thinning out forests so trees will grow bigger, 
and i^ing money that would have been spent on road- 
building to improve forest harvesting techniques and 
management. 
“ It is true one could harvest a great deal of timber 
from National Forests if one said these are no different 
than the timber farms of industry, if you disregarded 
recreation, watershed, wlidlife and so on,” Scott said. 
“ But the American people have said ‘no’ to that in no 
uncertain terms. 
“ When we talk about areas where decent trees are 
located, these are areas all over the West which are 
used today by local people and people from all over the 
country for wilderness outing, hunting and fishing, as 
well as for scenic value and the protection of water­ 
shed. 
“ If we scalped aU of that, the devastation in the West 
would be akin to what happened in the Lake States in 
the 1800s when the timber barons rolled through.” 
SC O ^ ALSO SAID much of the additional land Con­ 
gress is thinking about making into wilderness areas is 
not timber land, and a big chunk is Alaskan tundra. 
Jack Muench, chief of the economics division at the 
National Forest Products Assn., said: 
“ The federal government controls 58 per cent of the 
softwood saw timber in this country. If there is any 
increase in the lumber and plywood supply, the timber 
has to come from public lands.” 
He also contended that there would be no wild swings 
in lumber prices if the government stopped using hous­ 
ing “ as a sort of whipping boy for monetary adjust­ 
ment.” He referred to making mortgage money harder 
or easier to get and causing jumps in housing starts. 
Both Muench and Scott agreed the Forest Service is 
undermanned and unable to carry out forest manage­ 
ment that could produce better, more selective yields. 
“ It’s just like a store,” Muench said. “ You can’t seU 
anjihing if you don’t have the clerks.”

Higher vacancy rates in the 


NW suburbs are discouraging 


apartment complexes 


shifting to condominiums 


RENTAL APARTMENTS such as these in 
the Northwest suburbs will be spared 


C h i c a g o ' s condominium conversion 
craze — at least for the immediate fu­ 


ture. The reason? Relatively high vacan­ 
cy rates, said realty spokesmen.

H i g h vacancy rates are dis­ 
couraging condominium conversions 
in the Northwest suburbs. 
Conversions of rental properties — 
more frequent in Chicago and the 
North Shore suburbs — are “ probably 
five years away” in the Northwest 
suburbs, said David Mohl, president 
of the Multi-Family Housing Assn. of 
Illinois. 
Developers have built too many 
apartment units in the suburbs, creat- 
i n g 
a 
p o o r market 
for 
con­ 
versions, Mohl said. 
“ YOU CANT DO successful con­ 
versions unless you have good occu­ 
pancy rates, not only in the building, 
but in the neighborhood,” he said. 
Mohl said prospective condominium 
buyers realize that if, in the near fu­ 
ture, they want to sell their units, 
they’ll have a “ buyer’s market” — 
and consequently, reduced resale val­ 


ues — in the overbuilt Northwest sub­ 
urbs. 
Mohl estimated the suburbs are 
about IO per cent overbuilt. He said 
rental properties in Chicago have 
about 99 per cent occupancy rates, 
while rental apartments in the sub­ 
urbs average 95 per cent occupancy. 
William Sally, vice president of the 
property 
management 
division 
of 
Baird 
& 
Warner, 
Chicago, 
gave 
slightly different figures. 
SALLY SAID occupancy rates in the 
suburbs average 92 to 93 per cent, 
compared to rates of 97 per cent in 
Chicago. 
However, he said this is an im­ 
provement over the late 1960s and 
early 1970s when there was a glut of 
apartments. 
“ When Chicago had a 5 per cent va­ 
cancy rate, the Northwest corridor 
had a 12 per cent vacancy factor,” 
Sally said. 


Apartment complexes built during 
those boom years usually contained a 
mix of 60 per cent two-bedroom units, 
30 per cent one-bedroom units and IO 
per cent studios, Sally said. 
As a result, the suburbs suffered a 
glut of two-bedroom apartments, he 
said. 
“ THE M AJORITY of vacancies you 
have are still working off that glut of 
1969, 1970, 1971,” he said, adding “ I 
wouldn't call it a glut any more.” 
Mohl cited Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Palatine as suburbs 
overflowing with apartment buildings. 
While the financially healthy com­ 
plexes report 95 per cent occupancy, 
Mohl said, the poorly managed devel­ 
opments have occupancy rates as low 
as 70 per cent. 
Consequently, suburban apartments 
experience a higher turnover rate 
than their counterparts rn Chicago, 
Mohl said. 


New houses up 8% over 1976 
Lumber prices blamed 
for rising home costs

WASHINGTON (U P I) — Building or buying a new 
home is likely to cost you about eight per cent more 
this year than it would have last year. 
The National Assn. of Home Builders provides that 
figure. A spokesman says the median price of new 
homes sold during the first seven months of this year 
was $47,900, compared with $27,600 five years ago. 
The home builders group contends rising costs are 
threatening to squeeze many would-be home buyers out 
of the market. A new recession in the housing industry 
could result. 
THE GROUP BLAM ES the price of lumber that went 
up 20 per cent during the month of August alone. It 
has risen 90 per cent in the past two years. 
(However, lumber prices reportedly dropped 20 per 
cent in September because of a seasonal decline in 
housing starts.) 
It hints broadly that timber conservation on federal 
lands, complicated by confused federal policies, is at 
fault for restricting the supply of wood and driving 
prices up. The group says Congress is already tinkering 
with classifying millions of additional acres of federal 
lands in such a way that they cannot be logged. 
The builders’ statements probably signal the start of 
another round of a long-standing battle between con­ 
servationists and the lumber and home-building in­ 
dustry. i 


ENVIRONMENTALISTS SAY the timber industry has 
denuded its privately held lands and now wants to 
“ scalp” public lands to meet consumer demands for 
more wood. 
The National Forest Products Assn. denies this. It 
claims huge volumes of timber are rotting away on 
federal land, most of which are National Forests con­ 
trolled by the Agriculture Dept. 
Both sides seem to agree there is no shortage of tim­ 
ber. They disagree on how to go about getting it. 
Douglas Scott of the Sierra Club’s Seattle office said 
he thinks the housing industry is unfairly singling out 
the price of wood. Scott says it really is a small factor 


compared with labor and other home-building costs. 
HE SAID TIM BER now being harvested from public 
lands in Alaska is being sold to Japan. 
Scott contended the answer is better management, 
including thinning out forests so trees will grow bigger, 
and using money that would have been spent on road- 
building to improve forest harvesting techniques and 
management. 
“ It is true one could harvest a great deal of timber 
from National Forests if one said these are no different 
than the timber farms of industry, if you disregarded 
recreation, watershed, wlidlife and so on,” Scott said. 
“ But the American people have said ‘no’ to that in no 
uncertain terms. 
“ When we talk about areas where decent trees are 
located, these are areas all over the West which are 
used today by local people and people from all over the 
country for wilderness outing, hunting and fishing, as 
well as for scenic value and the protection of water­ 
shed. 
“ lf we scalped all of that, the devastation in the W'est 
would be akin to w’hat happened in the Lake States in 
the 1800s when the timber barons rolled through.” 
SCOTT ALSO SAID much of the additional land Con­ 
gress is thinking about making into wilderness areas is 
not timber land, and a big chunk is Alaskan tundra. 
Jack Muench, chief of the economics division at the 
National Forest Products Assn., said: 
“ The federal government controls 58 per cent of the 
softwood saw timber in this country. If there is any 
increase in the lumber and plywood supply, the timber 
has to come from public lands.” 
He also contended that there would be no wild swings 
in lumber prices if the government stopped using hous­ 
ing “ as a sort of whipping boy for monetary adjust­ 
ment.” He referred to making mortgage money harder 
or easier to get and causing jumps in housing starts. 
Both Muench and Scott agreed the Forest Service is 
undermanned and unable to carry out forest manage­ 
ment that could produce better, more selective yields. 
“ It’s just like a store,” Muench said. “ You can’t sell 
anything if you don’t have the clerks.”

“ People have more freedom to 
move around,” he said. “ There’re 
also more singles in the suburbs than 
there used to be.” 
BECAUSE OF high vacancies, one 
also finds a dearth of new construc­ 
tion of rental apartments in the 
Northwest suburbs. 
“ I think you’ll see multi-family con­ 
struction, but it will be in townhouses, 
quadrominiums and condos,” Sally 
said. 
Another factor that discourages new 
construction of rental properties is 
economics; builders realize apart­ 
ments offer them a poor return on 
their dollars. 
“ Rents are so cheap now, ifs not 
really practical to build as rental 
apartments,” Sally said. He said a na­ 
tional survey showed a 25 per cent in­ 
crease in rents would be necessary to 
make rental apartments economically 
viable. 


In such a competitive market, some 
landlords give costly concessions that 
might include reduced security depos­ 
its, liberal pet and decorating privi­ 
leges, a free month’s rent, free tele­ 
vision sets or even free weekend va­ 
cations. 
HOWEVER, MOHL said, “ They’re 
not reducing the rents. They (land­ 
lords) keep thinking eventually the 
apartments will fill up, and they want 
them to have higher rents when they 
do fill up.” 
Sue Lueder, of the Apartment Infor­ 
mation Service in Mount Prospect, a 
tenant-referral service, said the range 
of rents in the Northwest suburbs cur­ 
rently Is: 
• For a one-bedroom apartment, as 
low as $230; $255 to $275 average; and 
$300 to $315 for the most expensive. 
• For two-bedroom apartments, as 
low as $250 to $265; $300 to $325 aver­ 
age; and $350 for the most expensive. 


Rent increases averaged between 
$10 and $25 this year, Ms. Lueder 
said. In those electrically heated 
apartments in which tenants pay their 
heating bills, rents may be about $30 
lower than comparable units in which 
the landlord foots the heating costs. 
INCREASINGLY, 
one 
will 
find 
apartments in wrhich tenants will pay 
for heating, Sally said. He said nation­ 
al studies have shown a tenant will 
use 30 per cent less energy if he must 
pay for it. 
More prospective tenants are opting 
for older, “ basic” apartments, Ms. 
Lueder said. She said many tell her 
they seek, above all else, quality 
maintenance, and can skimp on such 
luxuries as dishwasher, kitchen dis­ 
posals and elaborate recreation facil­ 
ities in exchange for lower rents. 
A trend that sets the Northwest sub­ 
urbs apart from other communities in

the Chicago area, Ms. Lueder said, is 
the number of persons seeking short­ 
term leases of three to six months’ 
duration.

Minority quota provisions 
challenged hy builders 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) — A coali­ 
tion of building contractors has filed a 
suit contending a federal law requir­ 
ing that at least 10 per cent of govern­ 
ment-allocated funds be spent with 
m i n o r i t y businesses is uncon­ 
stitutional. 
The lawsuit, filed in federal court 
last week, seeks to halt planned dis­ 
tribution of $63 million in federal 
funds scheduled for 57 projects in Los 
Angeles City and County. 
It says a substantial number of con­ 
tractors want to bid on the projects, 
“ but have serious reservations in light 
of questions regarding the legality of 
minority quota provisions” contained 
in the Public Works Employment Act. 
CONGRESS PASSED the act in 
May, setting forth the requirement 
that 10 per cent of the funds applied 
under the act be spent on minority 
business enterprises. A minority busi­ 
ness was defined as one owned by in­ 
dividuals of whom 50 per cent are 


members of a minority group. 
Since then, the U.S. Commerce De­ 
partment’s 
Economic 
Development 
Administration issued guidelines stat­ 
ing that prime contractors would be 
required in certain cases to hire mi­ 
nority business enterprises from loca­ 
tions “ far from the project.”

(reasonable wear and tear expected ). 
The landlord might be held respon­ 
sible if you could prove that he knew 
the wiring was both defective and 
dangerous — and that’s a real nut to 
prove. Take your lease to a good law­ 
yer.

I 
say that he is, particularly since he 
rented the place to me in a dangerous 
condition. Who’s right? — Mr. B.B.N. 
Beats me. A lot depends on how the 
lease is written and if you, as the ten­ 
ant, are relieved of responsibility for 
damage caused by fire, the elements 
or other “ acts of (3od.” 
If such an exemption isn’t clearly 
spelled out, then you could be respon­ 
sible for returning the premises to 
him essentially as you found them 
(reasonable wear and tear expected). 
The landlord might be held respon. 
sible if you could prove that he knew 
the wiring was both defective and 
dangerous — and that’s a real nut to 
prove. Take your lease to a good law­ 
yer.

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Dear House Doctor: Could you tell 
me how I should go about replacing 
the wood stairs on my back porch 
with concrete steps?

Two designs for the forms are illus­ 
trated. One is intended for pcHiring 
one step at a Ume where the concrete 
is to be mixed by hand. This form is 
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placed on top of the step below after 
the concrete in the first step has 
cured for 24 hours. 
The other form is for pouring all 
steps at once, such as when you buy 
concrete from a batching plant. 


THE EASIEST steps to climb have 
tread between 10 and 11 inches wide 
and a rise not exceeding 7V2 inches. If 
the rise dimension presents a prob. 
lem, make the rise from the earth to 
the first tread any available dimen­ 
sion less than 7V2 inches and hold the 
remaining risers to the 7V2 inches. 
It is convenient to use 1 by 3-inch 
boards for the sides of the form.s. 
However, if the stairs will be wider 
than four feet, it is best to use 2 by 
8-inch boards. 
You can conserve on concrete by 
placing broken concrete blocks, bricks 
or large stones within the forms. How­ 
ever, the concrete surrounding them 
must not be less than six inches thick. 


Mixing the concrete by hand can be 
laborious job, but, in most cities, pov- 
er-operated mixers can be rented by 
the day. With either method, the mix 
should consist of one part Portland

Mix the dry 
ingredients thoroughly and then add 
water to make a wet, but not soupy, 
mix. 
When the one.step-at-a-time method 
is used, the surface that will be coh­ 
ered by the next step should be leit 
very rough so as to improve the bond­ 
ing.

wood foundations,” Peterson said. 


ONE OF THE MAJOR battles in the state concerning 
wood foundations is being fought in Peoria, where nine 
apartment buildings are going up on the South Side to 
house low- and middle-income families. One of the com­ 
plaints of a citizens group in Peoria has been that .the 
arsenic may filter into the ground. A spokesman for the 
department said the Peoria situation was a factor in the 
department releasing its opinion on wood foundations. 


“The copper chromate arswiate used to treat the 
wood,” Peterson said, “represents an adequate reser­ 
voir of arsenic which can be leached and could cause 
serious poisoning.” 


He said there does not appear to be a problem of 
contamination through the soil but said there is a “po­ 
tential for the formation of highly toxic chemicals on 
the surface of the wood.” 


Peterson said the department also is concerned about 
quality control in the treatment of the wood and the 


possible improper installation leading to premature fail­ 
ure and deterioration of wood foundations. 
“There has not been a sufficient amount of controlled 
testing of either the products or the construction tech­ 
niques of wood foundations to support their use,” Peter­ 
son said. “ In addition, the climatic and soil conditions 
in Illinois generally are not conducive to the use of 
wood foundations.” 
Peterson said an advisory opinion stating the depart­ 
ment’s position has been distributed to local agencies in 
the state that have construction approval authority.

If the tank ball itself needs replace­ 
ment, you must unscrew it from the 
bottom end of the guide and install a 
new one. If the tank ball seat needs to 
be cleaned, you must empty the tank, 
dry it, sand the dried seat with emery 
paper until smooth. 


If, however the guide is corroded, 
you must sand the wire with emery 
paper until smooth. A guide which is 
out of alignment can be repositioned 
by loosening the screws, and then 
tightening them again.

Midwest industries such as steel 
and electronios can become com­ 
petitive with foreign producers if gov­ 
ernments stop interfering in the daily 
operation of business, Thomas A. 
Murphy, chaiinnain of the board of 
General Motors Corp., says. 
“ The future economic growth of the 
Midwest will be determined in a very 
large measure by the way govern­ 
ment at various levels responds to 
this plea,” Murphy said in delivering 
the opening ^atemei* of the two-day 
Midwest Economic Growth Confer­ 
ence in Chicago. 
“ Government overregulation would 
be dramatically reduced if govern­ 
ment would concern itself with those 
things it does best, such as setting the 
rules and objectives for the rest of us 
in society to follow, and refrain from 
doing those things it has never been 
successfui at in its long history, such 
as attempting to direct the course of 
the free market in channels it arbi­ 
trarily deems best for social or politi­ 
cal reasons,” Murphy said. 


WITH FOREIGN labor costs drasti­ 
cally lower than American labor 
costs, the only way for American 
manufacturers such as General Mo­ 
tors to remain competitive is to get 
more productivity out of its oper­ 
ations, Murphy said. 
Such phxluctivity can be achieved 
by large capital investment in new 


plants and equipment, be said. But in­ 
dustry recently has bad to divert capi­ 
tal to meet fderal, state and local en­ 
vironmental codes and such diversion 
has hurt American business, Murphy 
said. 
Other speakers at Wednesday’s ses­ 
sions agreed with Murphy that gov­ 
ernment intervention in private enter­ 
prise has been the main cause for re­ 
cent steel layoffs and the Zenith lay­ 
offs in the Chicago area. 
“ Steel claims it is being hurt by im­ 
ports, that is not the case,” said Her­ 
bert E. Strawbridge, chairman of the 
Higby Co., which operates six depart­ 
ment stores in thé Cleveland area. 
“ Steel is being hurt by the govern­ 
ment’s intervention with the economic 
system.” 
DISCUSSING RECENT attempts by 
Southern and Western states to woo 
businesses from the older Midwest 
and Eastern regions, Murphy said he 
views such regional competition as 
good for business because it forces all 
areas to reevaluate and improve 
themselves. 
General Motors is still committed to 
growth in the Midwest, Murphy said, 
making at least 80 per cent of its ex­ 
penditures in this region. 
“Fo r u s, th e g rass is still a rich , 
v erd an t g reen h ere in th e n atio n ’s 
h eartlan d ,” h e said . 
Strawbridge 
said Southern 
and 
Western states soon will run out of

Andy sends a World Book Year Book 
to Arnese Lucks, age 11, of Vancouver, 
B.C., Canada, for her question: 
HOW DOES AN A LLERG Y DEVEL- 
O P? 
Since man’s earliest days he has most 
likely been bothered by allergies. It 
wasn’t until the early 1900s, however, 
that doctors were able to understand 
the specific causes and characteristics 
of allergies. Today there is a specialized 
field of medicine that handles only this 
problem area. A doctor in this branch 
of medicine is called an allergist. 
A allergy is simply a^ body reaction 
that takes place in a person who is 
sensitive to certain substances. 
You can develop an allergy at any 
time. Most discover that first symptoms 
show up during childhood. About 15 per­ 
cent of the population in North America 
today suffers from allergies that require 
medical assistance. 
Asthma, hay fever and a year-around 
nasal allergy called perennial allergic 
rhinitis are the most common types 
of allergy. Allergic headaches, digestive 
disturbances and eczema are other 
types. 
An allergy is caused by a substanced 
called an allergen. The allergens that 
cause most respiratory allergies can 
be household dust, fam ily pets, mold 
spores, pollen or even dandruff. Choco­ 
late, cow’s milk, eggs, wheat and some 
seafoods can also trigger some allergies. 
An allergy w ill develop when the body 
of an allergic person reacts to some cer-- 
tain allergen or allergens. Some al­ 
lergens are capable of stimulating the 
body to produce a protein called an 
antibody. The allergens and the anti­ 
bodies can then act together to release 
certain substances from the body cells 
into the bloodstream and other body 
fluids. Called H-substances, they can 
bring about reactions in other cells or 
tissues. The chief H-substance is called 
histamine and it can cause allergic 
reactions in both men and animals. 
When an H-substance is released into 
the body it usually affects certain al­ 
lergic target tissues. Most of these tis­ 
sues are capillaries, mucous glands, 
muscles of the stomach and muscles of 
other organs except the heart. The 
location of the body tissue determines 
the specific allergic disease. 
In general, histamine causes capil­ 
laries to enlarge, mucous glands to 
secrete and smooth muscles to tighten. 
Such allergies as hay fever, asthma, 
eczema and some types of allergic head­ 
aches tend to run in families but do not 
seem to follow strict genetic laws. It 
can be said, therefore, that allergies 
tend to be fam ilial rather than directly 
inherited. 
Andy sends the 1977 World Book 
Science Year Annual to Randy D. Mc­ 
Cracken, age 14, of Kernersville, N.C., 
for his question: 
WHAT IS MAN’S OLDEST W RIT­ 
TEN M ESSAG E? 
Sometime before 3000 B.C. the Su- 
merians who lived in the southern part 
of Mesopotamia became the first people 
to reach the stage of prim itive writing. 
They had symbols for items and num- 
•bers but had difficulty with writing ab­ 
stract ideas. 
About 3000 B.C. the Egyptians de­ 
veloped the word-syllabic system of 
writing called hieroglyphics. 
Then about 1300 B.C. the Chinese be­ 
gan writing a highly developed form. 
Where the writers of the Middle East 
had only a few hundred word signs, the 
Chinese had as many as 50,000 different 
ones. The early Chinese even had signs 
for the syllables in proper names and 
in foreign words.

Many reasons 
for all those

Andy sends a W orld Book Year Book 
to Arnese Lucks, age ll, of Vancouver, 
B.C., Canada, for her question: 
HOW DOES AN ALLERGY DEVEL­ 
OP? 
Since m an’s earliest days he has most 
likely been bothered by allergies. It 
wasn’t until the early 1900s, however, 
that doctors were able to understand 
the specific causes and characteristics 
of allergies. Today there is a specialized 
field of medicine that handles only this 
problem area. A doctor in this branch 
of medicine is called an allergist. 
A allergy is simply a body reaction 
that takes place in a person who is 
sensitive to certain substances. 
You can develop an allergy at any 
time. Most discover that first symptoms 
show up during childhood. About 15 per­ 
cent of the population in North America 
today suffers from allergies that require 
medical assistance. 
Asthma, hay fever and a year-around 
nasal allergy called perennial allergic 
rhinitis are the most common types 
of allergy. Allergic headaches, digestive 
disturbances and eczema are other 
types. 
An allergy is caused by a substanced 
called an allergen. The allergens that 
cause most respiratory allergies can 
be household dust, family pets, mold 
spores, pollen or even dandruff. Choco­ 
late, cow’s milk, eggs, wheat and some 
seafoods can also trigger some allergies. 
An allergy will develop when the body 
of an allergic person reacts to some cer-' 
tain allergen or allergens. Some al­ 
lergens are capable of stimulating the 
body to produce a protein called an 
antibody. The allergens and the anti­ 
bodies can then act together to release 
certain substances from the body cells 
into the bloodstream and other body 
fluids. Called H-substances, they can 
bring about reactions in other cells or 
tissues. The chief H-substance is called 
histamine and it can cause allergic 
reactions in both men and animals. 
When an H-substance is released into 
the body it usually affects certain al­ 
lergic target tissues. Most of these tis­ 
sues are capillaries, mucous glands, 
muscles of the stomach and muscles of 
other organs except the heart. The 
location of the body tissue determines 
the specific allergic disease. 
In general, histamine causes capil­ 
laries to enlarge, mucous glands to 
secrete and smooth muscles to tighten. 
Such allergies as hay fever, asthma, 
eczema and some types of allergic head­ 
aches tend to run in families but do not 
seem to follow strict genetic laws. It 
can be said, therefore, that allergies 
tend to be familial rather than directly 
inherited. 
Andy sends the 1977 World Book 
Science Year Annual to Randy D. Mc­ 
Cracken, age 14, of Kernersville, N.C., 
for his question: 
WHAT IS MAN S OLDEST WRIT­ 
TEN MESSAGE? 
Sometime before 3000 B.C. the Su- 
merians who lived in the southern part 
of Mesopotamia became the first people 
to reach the stage of primitive writing. 
They had symbols for items and num­ 
bers but had difficulty with writing ab­ 
stract ideas. 
About 3000 B.C. the Egyptians de­ 
veloped the word-syllabic system of 
writing called hieroglyphics. 
Then about 1300 B.C. the Chinese be­ 
gan writing a highly developed form. 
Where the writers of the Middle E ast 
had only a few hundred word signs, the 
Chinese had as many as 50,000 different 
ones. The early Chinese even had signs 
for the syllables in proper names and 
in foreign words.

Lois Lindau er talk s to herself in the 
shower ev ery morning. In fact, she 
finds three good asp ects abou t herself 
or her life to concentrate on throu gh­ 
ou t the day . And for Lois Lindau er, 
fou nder of the Diet Work shop , those 
p riv ate morning conv ersations help 
k eep her thin. 


“I went throu gh life as a fat teen, ’ 
she say s, “bu t I p retended I was lik e 
ev ery one else.” She considered her­ 
self an “assu med” teen-ager, bu t 
look ed and dressed lik e the high 
school facu lty — “No one ev er ask ed 
me for a p ass in the hallway ,” she 
say s. 


As a bride, she wore a size 16 wed­ 
ding dress, dieting “fastidiou sly ” to 
sq u eeze into the gown.

SHE STARTED the Diet Work shop 
in 1965 as a resu lt of her su ccess in a 
su bu rban Long Island w'eight grou p .

MS. LINDAUER admits her theory 
allu des to the p hilosop hy of Dr. Nor­ 
man Vincent Peale, bu t the p ower of 
p ositiv e think ing and action has fou nd 
its way into the Diet Work shop with 
behav ior modification as one of the 
fou r diet comp onents. 
Behav iorists or p sy chologists p rac­ 
ticing the behav ior modification theo­ 
ry of p sy chology believ e what a p er­ 
son does is determined by situ ations. 
When the situ ation is rep eated, so is 
the behav ior. 


For the. dieter, watching telev ision 
or a difficu lt day at work often leads 
to thou ghts of food. “Food is com­ 
p any ,” Ms. Lindau er say s. Bu t with 
behav ior modification, p ersons be. 
come more aware of what they are 
doing and finding way s to control it. 
“It’s as imp ortant as the didt itself.” 


Members of the Diet Work shop fol­ 
low a 1200-calorie diet p lan and p er­ 
form a series of sit-down ex ercises 
du ring the week ly meeting. Partici­ 
p ants who reach their goal weight fol­ 
low a fou r-week maintenance p ro­ 
gram and then become lifetime mem­ 
bers or gradu ates of the work shop . 


“ONE OF THE reasons the p ro­ 
gram has been su ccessfu l is becau se 
the p erson in the front of the room 
has had a weight loss ex p erience,” 
Ms. Lindau er say s. All grou p leaders 
hav e lost weight throu gh the work , 
shop or other p lans. Du ring the train­ 
ing p eriod, they receiv e instru ction on 
nu trition and work ing with grou p s. 


Dr. Morton B. Glenn, a former nu - 
tritiwi consu ltant to the United Na­ 
tions and p ast p resident of the Ameri­ 
can College of Nu trition, has work ed 
as the work shop consu ltant since 1968.

Planning can be the dieter's best 
ammu nition both for losing weight 
and maintaining the loss.

“There may 
be notes ev ery where,” she say s, as 
reminders for when and where not to 
eat.

As a resu lt, candy , 
cak es, cook ies and nu ts do not ap p ear 
in. the Lindau er family ’s Boston ap art­ 
ment.

And any one on the go, ev en the 
sk innies of the world, has ex p erienced 
fru strations when dining ou t. 
Restau rants hav e forgotten they are 
a serv ice indu stry , Ms. Lindau er say s. 
She su ggests fresh v egetables instead 
of rolls as before dinner ap p etizei^, 
meat p ortion control with sizes su ited 
to ap p etites, more fresh fru its and 


v egetables and low-calorie dressings. 
Some think of diet as a fou r-letter 
word that brings v isions of starv ation, 
fasting or egg and grap efru it meals. 
Bu t for Lois Lindau er, diet means 
p ositiv e think ing, balanced eating and 
a set of scales. She recently mov ed 
her hosp ital-ty p e scales from a 10.

Sup ervisio n need ed 
Crash d iets d an gerou s to teen s

Most su bu rban teen-agers are v igor­ 
ou s, healthy and natu rally slender. 
\ few really are fat. For their own 
health and self-esteem, these y ou ng­ 
sters shou ld lose weight. Bu t it shou ld 
be done slowly , p ermanently with a 
p hy sician’s help , say health p rofes­ 
sionals who deal with teens. Other­ 
wise they may harm their dev elop ing 
bodies. 
Then there are those adolescent 
girls who are conv inced they are too 
heav y bu t in reality are ju st right. 
They think they shoidd resemble mod­ 
els or mov ie stars regardless of inher­ 
ited shap es. Or p erhap s they want to 
p lease or attract a befriend, or get a 
critical mother off their back s. 
“We hav e fiv e or six su ch girls ev ­ 
ery y ear,” said Nancy Dallia, p hy si­ 
cal edu cation and health teacher for 
22 y ears and now resou rce teacher at 
Prosp ect High School. 


BOTH MS. DALLIA and Mrs. Bar­ 
bara Palmberg, school nu rse, adv ise 
these girls as well as ov erweight stu ­ 
dents at Prosp ect. 
Some y ou ng w'omen weigh ex actly 
what they shou ld for their height and 
bone stru ctu re, said Mrs. Palmberg, 
bu t they 're still p rone to fad and y o-y o 
dieting — and to the dangers and dis­ 
ap p ointments of u nsu p erv ised fast 
weight redu ction. Weight doesn’t stay 
off and su ch dieting habits may la^t a 
lifetime with resu ltant p oor nu trition. 
Yo-y o dieting can trigger seriou s 
he^th p roblems, inclu ding temp orary 
or p rolonged cessation of menstru al 


p eriods in y ou ng females. And ev en 
ex treme — bu t not rare — hy sterical 
av ersion to food (anorex ia nerv osa), 
noted Dr. Leigh Rosenblu m, Park 
Ridge internist and v ice p resident of 
medical serv ices at Lu theran General 
Hosp ital. 
Dr. Rosenblu m is adamant against 
fad diets, 
“I am against all fad dieting. Fast 
w e i gh t losses cau se metabolic 
changes. All the glands change,” he 
ex p lained. Rather than try ing new 
and different diets, “Change y ou r eat­ 
ing habits!” he adv ised. 
The right eating habits begin in 
childhood, said Mrs, Frances John­ 
ston. dietitian at Northwest Commu n­ 
ity Hosp ital. Children need well-bal­ 
anced meals consisting of the fou r 
basic good grou p s, she said. 
“You ng mothers shou ld realize chil­ 
dren oft« i don’t lik e certain foods, bu t 
they shou ld serv e them any way . Don’t 
giv e u p ! Edu cate those k ids,” she 
said. 
And what if y ou ngsters k now what 
they shou ld eat for good health, bu t go 
ou t with friends to eat ju nk foods? 
Don't worry . 
“There’s nothing wrong with Mac­ 
Donald’s hambu rgers, it’s good beef, 
or with p izza and su gar-free p op , for 
ex amp le. Enjoy it! Ju st don’t liv e on 
it!” su ggested Mrs. Johnston. 
Mrs. Joy Herlehy , clinical nu rse 
sp ecialist who work s with teens at 
Alex ian Brothers Medical Center, 
agrees. 
“An occasional binge in ju nk foods 
not only won’t hu rt k ids, bu t actu ally 


may be good for them,” she said. 
Her reasoning? Teens need p eer 
su p p wt. 


CRASH DIETING she considers 
“stu p id.” Inju diciou s dieting and p oor 
nu trition in teen-age y ears may cau se 
health p roblems later, Mrs. Herlehy 
said inclu ding low hemoglobin and fa­ 
tigu e in fu tu re p regnancies, other 
b l ood p roblems, gastro-intestinal 
trou ble and retarded growth. 
And when weight is lost too q u ick ly , 
she added, the first fiv e p ou nds to go 
normally are water. If fast weight 
loss continu es, imp ortant body ele­ 
ments are lost inclu ding p rotein, a 
basic food su bstance. 
“Proteins a¡re needed in the rep air 
of body tissu e. The body won’t heal as 
fast withou t them,” she said. 
Health p rofessionals agree that los­ 
ing weight slowly is the only safe 
way . 
. 


WEIGHT CHARTS are help fu l when 
interp reted correctly , bu t adolescents 
often can’t determine their right 
weight, said Mrs. Herlehy . 
A y ou ng girl, esp ecially , will chose 
the lowest weight for her height de­ 
sp ite her bone size, for ex amp le. 
To be on the safe side — and in the 
long ru n to sav e money — teens 
shou ld see their family doctor, she 
said. “Ex p lain why and where y ou 
want to lose, and let the doctor á ¿ er- 
mine the safe way to do it.” 
What abou t di^ p ills or commercial 
diet p lans to lose weight? 
Su p erv ised weight loss p rograms 
with balanced nu trition and those p ro­ 


v iding emotional su p p ort lik e Weight 
Watchers can be hk p fu l for some 
teens. Bu t p eer p ressu re, p arental 
su p p ort, team efforts (school nu rses, 
p hy sicial edu cation teachers, cou n­ 
selors and dietitians) at school are 
work ing well, said Barbara Palmberg 
and Nancy Dallia, who are p art of 
su ch a team. 
DIET PILLS AREN’T mu ch good, 
and those with amp hetamine are dan­ 
gerou s. 
“Gv er-the-cou nter diet p ills often 
seen adv ertised are not cu rativ e lik e 
p enicillin,” said Keith C^p agna, 
p rofessor of p harmacy at Univ ersity 
of Illinois Medical Center in Chicago. 
Su ch p ills contain a mild diu retic 
(an agent cau sing greater q u antities 
of u rine to be p assed) no more effec­ 
tiv e than caffeine. Some contain anti­ 
histamines, which su p p ress the ap p e­ 
tite a little, he ex p lain^. 
“Sav e money and grief and don’t 
tak e dru gs. Increase y ou r ex ercise 
and self control — and k eep occu ­ 
p ied,” Camp agna adv ised. 
Some boy s are ov erweight, too, and 
Barbara Palmberg help s monitor 
their blood p ressu re when necessary , 
she said. She also is aw'are that some 
^hletes follow CMiditioning p roce­ 
du res. 
Wrestlers may go on crash diets to 
reach a certain weight class, for ex ­ 
amp le, she said. 
R£ q )id 
weight loss 
may cau se 
mu scle weak ness, so athletes cou ld be 
defeating their p u rp ose — as do their 
female classmates when they lose 
weight too fast. 


Dea f scientist to urs 
to d isp el stereo typ es 


\ deaf p hy sicist soon will set ou t on a nationwide tou r to disp el 
some of the my ths abou t handicap p ed p ersons and help break 
down edu cational barriers facing deaf, blind and crip p led chil­ 
dren. 


Robert Menchel will serv e as an ex amp le of hu ndreds of handi­ 
cap p ed p ersons who hav e su rmou nted manmade obstacles to 
carv e ou t su ccessfu l careers in science. 


“There are so many stereoty p ed ideas abou t what the handi­ 
cap p ed p erson cannot do, rather than what they can do,” Menchel 
raid. “I’m going to try and change those ideas. 


“SCIENCE has offered me a v ery good career, bu t I hav e had to 
ov ercome one barrier after another when p eop le wou ld say y ou 
can’t do this, y ou can’t go to high school, y ou can’t go to college, 
y ou . can’t tak e that cou rse. 
“What he will be doing is going ou t and telling the children that 
they can do this, that there is no reason why they can’t do it.” 
Menchel, who lost his hearing at the age of 7, is a senior p hy si­ 
cist for the Xerox C!orp . in Penfield, N.Y. He will go on leav e with 
fu ll p ay for a y ear to sp eak to handicap p ed children and their 
teachers, cou nselors and p arents in a p rogram sp onsored by the 
American Assn. for the Adv ancement of Science. 
Althou gh Menchel’s itinerary is not comp leted, he hop es to v isit 
at least 26 states. 


“HANDICAPPED p eop le su ffer most, not becau se of the p hy si­ 
cal infirmities that they may hav e, bu t becau se of the redu ced 
ex p ectation that society has of them,” said Chery l Dav is, a p ara­ 
p legic, who work s for the association. 
“Handicap p ed p eop le p rov ide a real p otential and a v ery mu ch 
u ntap p ed hu man resou rce,” she said. “There is so mu ch talent 
there that is going to waste. It’s terribly imp ortant to widen the 
op p ortu nities for handicap p ed p « -sons.” 
New federal regu lations req u ire handicap p ed children to be edu ­ 
cated within the mainstream of p u blic schools to the greatest 
ex tent p ossible. They also req u ire aU institu tions that accep t feder­ 
al aid to mak e their facilities accessible to the disabled.

You have to decide to 
lose and to stay thin." 
Any decision takes energy — wheth­ 
er to be fat or to diet. “And if you 
spend the energy on negative activi­ 
ties. you don’t have time to concen­ 
trate on the positive." 


MS. LINDAUER admits her theory 
alludes to the philosophy of Dr. Nor­ 
man Vincent Peale, but the power of 
positive thinking and action has found 
its way into the Diet Workshop with 
behavior modification as one of the 
four diet components. 
Behaviorists or psychologists prac­ 
ticing the behavior modification theo­ 
ry of psychology believe what a per­ 
son does is determined by situations. 
When the situation is repeated, so is 
the behavior. 


For the dieter, watching television 
or a difficult day at work often leads 
to thoughts of food. “Food is com­ 
pany," Ms. Lindauer says. But with 
behavior modification, persons be- 
come more aware of what they are 
doing and finding ways to control it. 
“It’s as important as the diet itself." 


Members of the Diet Workshop fol­ 
low a 1200-calorie diet plan and per­ 
form a series of sit-down exercises 
during the weekly meeting. Partici­ 
pants who reach their goal weight fol­ 
low a four-week maintenance pro­ 
gram and then become lifetime mem­ 
bers or graduates of the workshop. 


“ONE OF THE reasons the pro­ 
gram has been successful is because 
the person in the front of the room 
has had a weight loss experience." 
Ms. Lindauer says. All group leaders 
have lost weight through the work, 
shop or other plans. During the train­ 
ing period, they receive instruction on 
nutrition and working with groups. 


Dr. Morton B. Glenn, a former nu­ 
trition consultant to the United Na­ 
tions and past president of the Ameri­ 
can College of Nutrition, has worked 
as the workshop consultant since 1968. 


Planning can be the dieter's best 
ammunition both for losing weight 
and maintaining the loss. 
Ms. Lindauer says, “Set yourself up 
for success." If the refrigerator is the 
first target once in the door, leave 
notes around the house. “There may 
be notes everywhere." she says, as 
reminders for when and where not to 
eat. 
“I know I can fail so I don’t test 
myself," she says. As a result, candy, 
cakes, cookies and nuts do not appear 
in the Lindauer family’s Boston apart­ 
ment. But temptation is as old as 
Adam and Eve and even a dieter’s 
family sometimes enjoy samples of 


the forbidden 
fruits. 
Nevertheless, 
family members weigh on a regular 
basis with Lois checking the scales 
daily. 


WHEN NOT AT HOME, Ms. Lind­ 
auer is visiting Diet Workshop fran­ 
chises. writing books or lecturing. 
And anyone on the go. even the 
skinnies of the world, has experienced 
frustrations when dining out. 
Restaurants have forgotten they are 
a service industry, Ms. Lindauer says. 
She suggests fresh vegetables instead 
of rolls as before dinner appetizers, 
meat portion control with sizes suited 
to appetites, more fresh fruits and 


vegetables and low-calorie dressings. 
Some think of diet as a four-letter 
word that brings visions of starvation, 
fasting or egg and grapefruit meals. 
But for Lois Lindauer, diet means 
positive thinking, balanced eating and 
a set of scales. She recently moved 
her hospital-type scales from a IO. 
room home to her apartment. It was a 
hard decision to make because of 
space she says. “But they’ll alw-ays 
be there."

Supervision needed 
Crash diets dangerous to teens

Most suburban teen-agers are vigor­ 
ous, healthy and naturally slender. 
A few really are fat. For their own 
health and self-esteem, these young­ 
sters should lose weight. But it should 
be done slowly, permanently with a 
physician's help, say health profes­ 
sionals who deal with teens. Other­ 
wise they may harm their developing 
bodies. 
Then there are those adolescent 
girls w'ho are convinced they are too 
heavy but in reality are just right. 
They think they should resemble mod­ 
els or movie stars regardless of inher­ 
ited shapes. Or perhaps they want to 
please or attract a boyfriend, or gel a 
critical mother off their backs. 
“We have five or six such girls ev­ 
ery year," said Nancy Dallia. physi­ 
cal education and health teacher for 
22 years and now resource teacher at 
Prospect High School. 


BOTH MS. DALLIA and Mrs. Bar­ 
bara Palmberg. school nurse, advise 
these girls as well as overweight stu­ 
dents at Prospect. 
Some young women weigh exactly 
what they should for their lieight and 
bone structure, said Mrs. Palmberg, 
but they re still prone to fad and yo-yo 
dieting — and to the dangers and dis­ 
appointments of unsupervised fast 
weight reduction. Weight doesn't stay 
off and such diet mg habits may lqst a 
lifetime with resultant poor nutrition. 
Yo-yo dieting can trigger serious 
health problems, including temporary 
or prolonged cessation of menstrual 


periods in young females. And even 
extreme — but not rare — hysterical 
aversion to food (anorexia nervosa), 
noted Dr. Leigh Rosenblum. Park 
Ridge internist and vice president of 
medical services at Lutheran General 
Hospital. 
Dr Rosenblum is adamant against 
fad diets. 
“I am against all fad dieting. Fast 
w e i g h t 
losses 
cause 
metabolic 
changes. All the glands change," he 
explained. Rather than trying new 
and different diets, “Change your eat­ 
ing habits!" he advised. 
The right eating habits begin in 
childhood, said Mrs. Frances John­ 
ston. dietitian at Northwest Commun­ 
ity Hospital. Children need well-bal­ 
anced meals consisting of the four 
basic good groups, she said. 
“Young mothers should realize chil­ 
dren often don't like certain foods, but 
they should serve them anyway. Don’t 
give up! Educate those kids," she 
said 
.And what if youngsters know what 
they should eat for good health, but go 
out with friends to eat junk foods? 
Don't worry. 
“There's nothing wrong with Mac­ 
Donald's hamburgers, its good beef, 
or with pizza and sugar-free pop, for 
example. Enjoy it! Just don’t live on 
it!" suggested Mrs. Johnston. 
Mrs. Joy Herlehy, clinical nurse 
specialist who wxwks with teens at 
Alexian 
Brothers 
Medical 
Center, 
agrees. 
“An occasional binge in junk foods 
not only uxwi’t hurt kids, but actually 


may be good for them," she said. 
Her reasoning? Teens need peer 
support. 


CRASH 
DIETING she considers 
“stupid." Injudicious dieting and poor 
nutrition in teen-age years may cause 
health problems later, Mrs. Herlehy 
said including low hemoglobin and fa­ 
tigue in future pregnancies, other 
b l o o d 
problems, 
gastrointestinal 
trouble and retarded growth. 
.And when weight is lost too quickly, 
she added, the first five pounds to go 
normally are water. If fast weight 
loss continues, important body ele­ 
ments are lost including protein, a 
basic food substance. 
“Proteins are needed in the repair 
of body tissue. The body won't heal as 
fast without them." she said. 
Health professionals agree that los­ 
ing weight slowly is the only safe 
way. 
. 


WEIGHT CHARTS are helpful when 
interpreted correctly, but adolescents 
often can't determine their right 
weight, said Mrs. Herlehy. 
A young girl, especially, will chose 
the lowest weight for her height de­ 
spite her bone size, for example. 
To be on the safe side — and in the 
long run to save money — teens 
should see their family doctor, she 
said. “Explain why and where you 
want to lose, and let the doctor deter­ 
mine the safe way to do it." 
What about diet pills or commercial 
diet plans to lose weight? 
Supervised weight loss programs 
with balanced nutrition and those pro­ 


viding emotional support like Weight 
Watchers can be helpful for some 
teens. But peer pressure, parental 
support, team efforts (school nurses, 
physicial education teachers, coun­ 
selors and dietitians) at school are 
working well, said Barbara Palmberg 
and Nancy Dallia. who are part of 
such a team. 
DIET PILLS AREN’T much good, 
and those with amphetamine are dan­ 
gerous. 
“Over-the-counter diet pills often 
seen advertised are not curative like 
penicillin," said 
Keith Campagna, 
professor of pharmacy at University 
of Illinois Medical Center in Chicago. 
Such pills contain a mild diuretic 
(an agent causing greater quantities 
of urine to be passed) no more effec­ 
tive than caffeine. Some contain anti­ 
histamines. which suppress the appe­ 
tite a little, he explained. 
“Save money and grief and don t 
take drugs. Increase your exercise 
and self control — and keep occu­ 
pied," Campagna advised. 
Some boys are overweight, too, and 
Barbara 
Palmberg 
helps 
monitor 
their blood pressure when necessary, 
she said. She also is awhape that some 
athletes follow conditioning proce­ 
dures. 
Wrestlers may go on crash diets to 
reach a certain weight class, for ex­ 
ample, she said. 
Rapid 
weight 
loss 
may 
cause 
muscle weakness, so athletes could be 
defeating their pui*pose — as do their 
female classmates when they lose 
weight too fast. 


Deaf scientist tours 


9 
to dispel stereotypes 


A deaf physicist soon will set out on a nationwide tour to dispel 
some of the myths about handicapped persons and help break 
down educational barriers facing deaf. blind and crippled chil­ 
dren. 


Robert Menchel will serve as an example of hundreds of handi­ 
capped persons who have surmounted manmade obstacles to 
carve out successful careers in science. 


“There are so many stereotyped ideas about w’hat the handi­ 
capped oerson cannot do, rather than what they can do," Menchel 
raid. “ I’m going to try and change those ideas. 


“SCIENCE has offered me a very good career, but I have had to 
overcome one barrier after another when people w’ould say you 
can’t do this, you can’t go to high school, you can’t go to college, 
vov can't take that course. 
“What he will be doing is going out and telling the children that 
they can do this, that there is no reason why they can’t do it." 
Menchel, who lost his hearing at the age of 7, is a senior physi­ 
cist for the Xerox Corp. in Penfield, N.Y. He will go on leave with 
full pay for a year to speak to handicapped children and their 
teachers, counselors and parents in a program sponsored by the 
American Assn. for the Advancement of Science. 
A’though Menchel’s itinerary is not completed, he hopes to visit 
at least 26 states. 


“ HANDICAPPED people suffer most, not because of the physi­ 
cal infirmities that they may have, but because of the reduced 
expectation that society has of them," said Cheryl Davis, a para­ 
plegic. who works for the association. 
“Handicapped people provide a real potential and a very much 
untapped human resource." she said. “There is so much talent 
there that is going to waste. It’s terribly important to widen the 
opportunities for handicapped persons." 
New* federal regulations require handicapped children to be edu­ 
cated within the mainstream of public schools to the greatest 
extent possible. They also require all institutions that accept feder­ 
al aid to make their facilities accessible to the disabled.

I have had two encounters involving loons, one 
pleasant, one not so. I was visiting Nancy, who lives 
part of the year in a remote neck of the woods in 
northern Wisconsin, when one long-shadowed twilight 
I saw and heard the loon across the still surface of 
the lake. The sight and sound was haunting and lone­ 
ly, but beautiful. 


The second encounter was a near-disaster. Nancy 
had found a loon egg in an abandoned nest in au­ 
tumn, discarded because it had failed to hatch, and 
she brought it into the cottage for the children to 
examine. It lay on the kitchen counter, and I 
touched the olive brown speckled egg, about the size 
of a goose egg, with a tentative finger. The egg ex­ 
ploded all over the kitchen with an aroma which can 
best be compared to Essence of Midnight in a Sewer. 
I spent a lot of time cleaning up the mess. 


Now I have a healthy respect for loons and 
their eggs. So does a small group of naturalists and 
wood carvers that enjoys the challenge of sculpting 
in wood the beauty and mystique of the loon. And not 
only loons, hut all waterfowl and shorebirds. 


THESE ARE surely and honestly American folk 
art of the highest form, beginning with the crude, 
primitive shapes made by early Indian tribes and 
carried on today. One of these master carvers is Joe 
Wooster from Ashley, Ohio, who has earned more 
than 2,000 awards in the past tw'o decades. He is 
known especially for his loon carvings and his 


admiration of this bird is intense. As he puts it, 
“Loons have no desire to team up with man; they 
are loners, proud and aloof inhabitants of their wa­ 
ters." 
You can see these decoys, both decorative and ser­ 
vice or “working" classes of carvings, at the first 
annual Decoy and Contemporary Carving Exhibit at 
Countryside Mall in Palatine on Saturday and Sun­ 
day. 
Interested craftsmen are welcome to demonstrate 
their techniques at the show. In addition, there will 
be a contest for junior amateurs. 18 years and under.

The lining may show 
aieas of increased redness and erosion and small hemorrhagic 
spots. 


Gastritis may be an acute self-limited disease as may occur with 
some forms of food poisoning or after alcohol ingestion. These are 
best treated with a bland diet such as J ell-0, milk, puddings and 
such foods with no starches and, of course, av oiding the factor that 
caused it, such as .alcohol. 


Acute gastritis from food poisoning is usually caused by some 
bacteria. The duration of the illness is short and the bland diet 
plus m€ asiu*es to support the patient, such as fluids if needed, are 
giv en temporarily . 


Chronic gastritis is a bit more difficult. The condition persists 
and may or may not cause pain. It, too, is treated by a bland diet 
and sometimes antacids and medicines to prev ent the formation 
of acid digestiv e juices. 


There are many causes for gastritis, including underly ing liv er 
disease. An offending agent may cause the inflammation by direct 
contact inside the stomach or by way of the blood stream after it 
is absorbed.

Drama series heading íor 2nd season 


When her critics were insisting that original tele­ 
vision drama by unknown American writers would 
never work, Barbara Schultz wasn’t listening. 
A stonewall of skepticism wasn’t about to keep the 
former executive producer of “ CBS Playhouse” 
from injecting television drama with a new daring 
and vitality. 
She did it without big name actors or writers, she 
did it on public television without sure-footed support 
from big sponsors; she did it as a weekly series 
simply titled “ Visions.” 
Much to Ms. Schultz and 
critics’ surprise, the 
series is headed into its second season at 10:30 p.m. 
Friday on Channel 11 with nine nominations from the 
Television Critics Circle and a prestigios Peabody 
Award for distinguished service in radio and TV. 
ALTHOUGH THE SECOND season is a triumphant 
return for the series, Ms. Schultz says the struggle is 
not yet over. 
“ The struggle continues in a funny way. This sea­ 
son we have the best written material we’ve ever 
had, and yet, I think young writers are only begining 
to realize the possibilities we have. We have only 
begun to encourage writers to try their hand at tele­ 
vision and have only begun to build up a corps of 
serious writers for the medium,” she said. 
Ms. Schultz has received more than 3,000 unsoli­ 
cited scripts for “ Visions” during the past year. 
Many of them are good, only a handful have been 
used, and more of them, she hopes, will include com­ 
edy as well as serious drama. 
The enthusiastic response from writers has helped 
Ms. Schultz continue her dream of creating a gen­ 
uinely American outlet for good television drama 
without having to rely on British television. 
“ THE SHOWS LIK E ‘CBS Playhouse’ of the 1960s 
only used established playwrights and actors. Other 
than that, all of the good, long-form drama on tele­ 
vision has been strictly an English contribution. I 
wanted the unknown Americans to give it a try,” she 
said. 
The try was not only successful, but it was curious­ 
ly drenched in an often de^ and sometimes depress­ 
ing look at the American condition. Last season’s 
stories frequently dealt with alienation and they al­ 
ways appealed to the deepest of human emotions. 
This season of 17 weeks will be no different for 
“ Visions” which premieres with Murray Mednick’s 
first play for television, “ Iowa.” 
A fiercely independent grandmother in a nursing 
home against her will, a prodigal daughter returning 
home after suffering a nervous breakdown, a second 
daughter who is restless to explore new worlds and 
the middle-aged parents, tom by guilt and argument, 
reunite in the family’s Southern California home. 
A COOL REUNION, swelling with mixed emotion, 
slowly gives way to the spontaneous weaving of 
memories and the eventual burst of uninhibited feel­ 
ings. 
It is the kind of story in which you may see a 
reflection of your inner self and the secret carings 
and conflicts of your own family. 
In its new season, “ Visions” will explore every­ 
thing from an Eskimo hunter’s adventure to the 
troubles of an illegal alien in California. 
One-time unknown television writers like Elizabeth 
Clark, who wrote last season’s drama “ All I Could 
See From Where I Stood” and Conrad Bromberg 
who authored last season’s “ Two Brothers” episode

of “ Visions,” will graduate to writing scripts for 
commercial television. 
And hopefully, after the second season, “ Visions” 
will become a staple on public television. 
BUT THAT HOPE is somewhat in doubt. The Na­ 
tional Endowment for the Arts and the Ford Founda­ 
tion have largely financed the “ Visions” series to 
date, but without financial support from individual 
public broadcasting stations in the third season, 
“ Visions” may be canceled. 
The lack of a reoccurring storyline and characters, 
and an element of newness and unpredictability each 
week seems to pose a risk for large sponsoring cor­ 
porations who “ are afraid to involve themselves in 
the series,” Ms. Schultz said. 
But, with any kind of luck, sponsoring corporations 
and appreciative viewers won’t hesitate to express 
their support for the worthwhile drama “ Visions” 
brings to weekly television by making an effort to 
see it stays right where it belongs.

Vaughn is convincing 
but T.D.R.’ lacks depth

If science or the supematural some­ 
how provided the opportunity, who 
among us would not jump at the 
chance to see Franklin Delano Roose­ 
velt deliver a fireside chat in person?

If President Roosevelt were truly to 
be resurrected for an evening, how­ 
ever, he would not doubt have a great 
deal more to tell us — not only about 
his times, but about his self — than 
we learn from “ FD R.” 
The problem lies in the script. Au­ 
thor Dore Scbary had more luck with

Schary, m^- 
bashed Roosevelt-lover that he is, 
completely dismisses the viciouS ru­ 
mor that the president had any prior 
knowledge of the attack. But he fails 
to give Vaughn enough material to 
work with, he fails to set the scene 
c o m p l e t e l y , and the horror of 
Vaughn’s reaction to the news ends up 
lacking depth. 


Roosevelt served as a reminder that 
greatness strikes in the most unlikely 
places — even the upper class. 
“ FD R” gives little clue to why great­ 
ness struck so strongly here, or how, 
once it did, it affected the man behind 
the pince-nez.

The Na­ 
tional Endowment for the Arts and the Ford Founda­ 
tion have largely financed the “Visions” series to 
date, but without financial support from individual 
public broadcasting stations in the third season, 
“Visions” may be canceled.

Vaughn is convincing 
but ‘F.D.R.’ lacks depth

If sci«ice or the supernatural some­ 
how provided the oppt^unity, who 
among us would not jump at the 
chance to see Franklin Delano Roose­ 
velt deliver a fireside chat in person? 
Robert Vauglm has, with a wheel­ 
chair, a cigarette holder and a big 
chin, created the closest thing to 
Roosevelt we are ever likely to see, in 
a new one-man show, “FDR,” which 
opened Tuesday at The Studebaker. 
It is a mild thrill to sit back and 
pretend this is in fact the man who 
led our country through depression 
and world war. Vaughn’s cheery like­ 
ness to F.D.R. makes it easy for us to 
suspend our disbelief: his gestures 
are sure, and he delivers the lines 
with ap{Mx>priate authority. Even his 
chin juts at the correct angle. 
But the portrait that emerges is 
merely convincing, and far from il­ 
luminating. For those who more than 
30 years later still hold a strong love 
for Roosevelt, this historical phan­ 
tasm is enough. Just to reminisce 
about one of the greatest leaders we 
ever had is no small joy. 
If President Roosevelt were truly to 
be resurrected for an evening, how­ 
ever, he would not doubt have a great 
deal more to tell us — not only about 
his times, but about his self -- than 
we learn from “FDR.” 
The problem lies in the script. Au­ 
thor Dore Schary had more luck with

“Sunrise at Campobello,” the story of 
Franklin Roosevelt’s early struggle 
with polio and his eventual personal 
victory when he decides to rejoin the 
human race and run for governor of 
New York. 


Schary’s current play is less dra­ 
matically appealing, perhaps because 
it concentrates on the less common 
struggle of leading a nation through 
hard times. 


Schary apparently felt the necessity 
to sketch a background to Roosevelt’s 
presidential years, and he begins with 
a brief gloss over Franklin’s early 
troubles. Schary never stops glossing, 
however, and seems hesitant to come 
to terms with any one moment in 


Roosevelt’s life, or with any one as­ 
pect of his character. 


A good example is the scene where 
the president first hears the news 
about Pearl Harbor. Schary, una­ 
bashed Roosevelt-lover that he is, 
completely dismisses the vicious ru­ 
mor that the president had any prior 
knowledge of the attack. But he fails 
to give Vaughn enough material to 
work with, he fails to set the scene 
c o m p l e t e l y , and the horror of 
Vaughn’s reaction to the news ends up 
lacking depth. 


Roosevelt served as a reminder that 
greatness strikes in the most unlikely 
places — even the upper class. 
“FOR” gives little clue lo why great­ 
ness struck so strongly here, or how, 
once it did, it affected the man behind 
the pince-nez.

‘Open sesame’ for new 
and interesting garnish

My first recollection of sesame 
seeds is a very pleasant one con­ 
nected with a business trip my father 
made to Boston. While there he ate in 
Chinatown and brought a box of se­ 
same candy for his daughter, who 
stayed at home in a small Maine vil­ 
lage. I have eaten this sweet delicacy 
many times since but the first taste 
was the most exciting. 


The ancient folklore surrounding 
sesame is also exciting. When Queen 
Scheherazade recounted the tale of 
Sinbad the Sailor, she had to think 
quickly of a password to open the rob­ 
bers’ treasure-filled cave. She hit 
upon the phrase “ Open sesame,” 
probably because the seeds that are 
contained in a small capsule pop from 
the hull and scatter in all directions. 


As proof of their age, a drawing of 
an ancient Egyptian tomb dating back 
4.000 years depicts a baker adding se­ 
same seeds to his dough. We are still 
using them the same way in cookies, 
cakes, rolls, and breads, particularly 
holiday breads. 


Untoasted, the seeds can be used in 
baked dishes, sprinkled over breads 
before baking, or used Instead of 
bread crumbs as a topping for casse­ 
roles. 


Toasted, the nutlike seeds can be 
used as crunch garnish for appetizers 
and salads and are good combined 
with cheese or sweet sauces, or as an 
interesting addition to fish sauces. 
They also make a good sprinkle-on 
garnish for vegetables and rice. 
To toast sesame seeds, spread them 
in a pan and heat in a 350 degree F. 
oven from IO to 20 minutes until 
brown. Shake occasionally. 


SESAM E FLANK STEAK 


IM pounds flank steak 
3 tablespoons sesame seeds 
3 tablespoons soy sauce 
I ti tablespoons sesame oil 
tablespoons sugar 
I clove garlic, finely minced 
Freshly ground pepper 


to taste 
I scallion trimmed and 
chopped 


Place the steak on a flat surface and 
with a sharp knife cut it on the bias 
into very thin slices. Cut the slices 
into 1-inch cubes, Put the meat in a 
mixing bowl. 
Spoon the seeds onto a baking dish 
and broil, stirring often, until nicely 
browned. Remove and let cool. 


Add the sesame seeds to the meat. 
Add the remaining ingredients and let 
stand for one hour. Preheat the broil­ 
er. Arrange the meat in one layer in a 
baking dish and brod about four 
inches from the source of heat. It is 
not necessary to turn the pieces. Broil 
until done. Serves 4 to 6. 


CAULIFLOW ER. ONIONS, 
AND SESAM E SEEDS 
2 large Spanish onions, 
thinly sliced 
Va cup oil 
IM tablespoons sugar 
1 medium-size head cauliflower, 
broken into flowerets 
Salt to taste 
Vt cup tomato juice

Saute the onions in the oil in a skil­ 
let until tender and lightly browned.

Cover and cook over me­ 
dium heat until cauliflower is crisp- 
tender. Sprinkle with seeds just before 
serving. Serves 6.

The morning glass of orange jiiice 
holds a cherished place on the break­ 
fast table. In fact, it’s almost become 
an institution as even the frantic com­ 
muter grabs a glass on the way out 
the door. 
A 6-oimce glass of orange juice sup­ 
plies the daily vitamin C needs for 
adults and children both. Other citrus 
juices, such as pineapple, grapefruit 
or combinations of tihem, equal or­ 
ange juice in vitam in C content. Addi­ 
tions to the vitam in C crew indude 
some brands of grape, apple and to­ 
mato juice. Not all brands contain 100 
per cent of the recommended dietary 
allowance (RD A), so chedc the label 
before you buy. 


Look for the words “ pure unsweet­ 
ened juice” on the label. Fruit drinks, 
punches and powdered mixes, wheth­ 
er in the jar or package, contain some 
vitamin C but also added sugar. 
The kids won’t drink the canned un­ 
sweetened juice? Try the frozen; the 
younger set may prefer the taste and 
textui'e. 


ALTHOUGH most animals can pro­ 
duce vitam in C in the body, man, 
monkey and guinea pigs are among 
those who must find vitam in C from 
food sources. Citrus fruits and juices 
offer the highest amounts, but other 
foods such as cabbage, lioccoli, to­ 
matoes, white and sweet potatoes, 
greens, cantaloupe and green and red 
peppers offer sm aller amounts of the 
vitamin. 


Vitamin C losses appear when foods 
are cooked at h i^ temperatures and 
in large amounts of water. For ex­ 
ample, 1 cup of shredded raw cab­ 
bage looses almost half of the vitam in 
when cooked. The solution: to prepare 
your favorite cole slaw on com beef 
and cabbage nights, try a vegetable 
steamer. If you do cook vegetables in 
water, save the cooking liquids for 
soups or sauces.

If you hesitate to cut and store fresh 
oranges for fear all the vitam in C w ill 
be lost by the time you get around to 
eating them, don’t worry. The vitam in 
C in fresh oranges is so stable that 
little, if any, is lost when an orange is 
cut and stored overnight in a plastic 
bag in the refrigerator.

The morning glass of orange juice 
holds a cherished place on the break­ 
fast table. In fact, it’s almost become 
an institution as even the frantic com­ 
muter grabs a glass on the way out 
the door. 
A 6-ounce glass of orange juice sup­ 
plies the daily vitamin C needs for 
adults and children both. Other citrus 
juices, such as pineapple, grapefruit 
or combinations of them, equal or­ 
ange juice in vitamin C content. Addi­ 
tions to the vitamin C crew include 
some brands of grape, apple and to­ 
mato juice. Not all brands contain IOO 
per cent of the recommended dietary 
allowance (RDA), so check the label 
before you buy. 


Look for the words “pure unsweet­ 
ened juice” on the label. Fruit drinks, 
punches and powdered mutes, wheth­ 
er in the jar or package, contain some 
vitamin C but also added sugar. 
The kids won’t drink the canned un­ 
sweetened juice? Try the frozen; the 
younger set may prefer the taSte and 
texture. 


ALTHOUGH most animals can pro­ 
duce vitamin C in the body, man, 
monkey and guinea pigs are among 
those who must find vitamin C from 
food sources. Citrus fruits and juices 
offer the highest amounts, but other 
foods such as cabbage, broccoli, to­ 
matoes, white and sweet potatoes, 
greens, cantaloupe and green and red 
peppers offer smaller amounts of the 
vitamin. 


Vitamin C losses appear when foods 
are cooked at high temperatures and 
in large amounts of water. For ex­ 
ample, I cup of shredded raw cab­ 
bage looses almost half of the vitamin 
when cooked. The solution: to prepare 
your favorite cole slaw on com beef 
and cabbage nights, try a vegetable 
steamer. If you do cook vegetables in 
water, save the cooking liquids for 
soups or sauces. 


No vitamin C 
lost iii cut and 
stored orange 


If you hesitate to cut and store fresh 
oranges for fear all the vitamin C will 
be lost by the time you get around to 
eating them, don't worry. The vitamin 
C in fresh oranges is so stable that 
little, if any, is lost when an orange is 
cut and stored overnight in a plastic 
bag in the refrigerator.

Celery seed is the fruit of wild cele­ 
ry or smallag e, harv ested for many 
centuries for its medicinal properties.

While thousands of tons of salad 
celery are g rown in the United States,

is 
imported 
from 
India, 
France and China, a total of 3,287 ,200 
pounds in 1976. 


Celery seed and celery salt hav e 
long been popular in American cook­ 
ing . (Celery salt is what the name im­ 
plies: g round celery seed and table 
salt). This spice seed g iv es delectable 
aroma to such old-fashioned “ sweets 
and sours” as chow chow, bread and 
butter pickles, mustard pickles, pep­ 
per relish and catsup. 
The whole seed or celery salt make 
ideal seasoning for cole slaw, potato 
salad, corn chowder and boiled salad 
dreeing . The Pennsy lv ania Dutch 
sprinkle the seed ov er fried potatoes, 
while New Eng landers use celery seed 
in some of their seafood specialties.

fro m nutritio n 


Yog urt fans are rig ht. Their fav - 
orite cultured milk product is more 
nutritious than other fermented milks 
and ev en non-fermented milks. 


Scientists of the USDA’s Ag ricul­ 
tural Research Serv ice fed y oung , 
g rowing rats y og urt, three ty pes of 
acidophilus milk and two ty pes of but­ 
termilk, each made with a different 
bacteria strain. 


. They also fed milk with lactic acid 
added and uninoculated fresh milk. 
All the fermented products were 
made from the same batch of fresh 
milk that included whole, low-fat and 
low-fat with v itamins and essential 
trace elements added. 
They found the source of the y og urt 
didn’t matter. In all cases, the rats 
fed the y og urt g rew and g ained 
weig ht faster than rats fed the other 
diets.

Celery seed is the fruit of wild cele­ 
ry or smallage, harvested for many 
centuries for its medicinal properties. 
Then, as now, only the seeds had ap­ 
petizing aroma.

While thousands of tons of salad 
celery are grown in the United States, 
the celery seed for the spice shelf 
mostly 
is 
imported 
from 
India, 
France and China, a total of 3,237,200 
pounds in 1976. 


Celery seed and celery salt have 
long been popular in American cook­ 
ing. (Celery salt is what the name im­ 
plies: ground celery seed and table 
salt). This spice seed gives delectable 
aroma to such old-fashioned “ sweets 
and sours” as chow chow, bread and 
butter pickles, mustard pickles, pep­ 
per relish and catsup. 
The whole seed or celery salt make 
ideal seasoning for cole slaw, potato 
salad, corn chowder and boiled salad 
dressing.

Pennsylvania 
Dutch 
sprinkle the seed over fried potatoes, 
while New Englanders use celery seed 
in some of their seafood specialties.

New regulation would OK

ground bone tissue in meet 


Under a proposed new U.S. Dept, of 
Agriculture regulation, the meat in­ 
dustry would be able to use tissue 
from ground bone acquired by the 
mechanical separation of meat from 
bone. 


“During the last year, U SD A ’s Food 
Safety and Quality Service has con­ 
ducted an extensive review of this 
product,” said Carol Tucker Fore­ 
man, assistant secretary of agricul­ 
ture for Food and Consumer Services. 
“We have obtained data from univer­ 
sity scientists, an interagency panel of 
experts, public health officials and 
consumers. We are confident that this 
product, when used within stated limi­ 
tations and labeled accurately, meets 
the requirements of the Wholesome 
Meat Act.” 


Under the proposal, federal meat in- 
s p e c t i o n 
regulations would be 
amended to add “tissue from ground 
bone'’ as a “meat food product” that 
could be used as an ingredient in cer­ 
tain products under specified limita­ 
tions. “Tissue from ground bone” 
would be defined as any tissue result­ 
ing from the mechanical separation of 
skeletal muscle from bone by strain­ 
ing through screens, sieves or ports 
not to exceed 0.5 millimeters in 
diameter and which conforms to spec­ 


ified levels tor protein, fat and cal­ 
cium. 
Other provisions of the new propos­ 
al include: 
• When bone tissue is used as an 
ingredient rn meat products, the name 
of that product would have to be qual­ 
ified by the phrase, “tissue from 
ground bone added,” in a type size at 
least one-half the size of the product 
name. Further, “tissue from ground 
bone” would have to be included in 
the list of ingredients contained in the 
product, so that persons who must 
stringently restrict calcium intakes 
could avoid these products. 


• “Tissue from ground bone” could 
be used only up to a maximum of 20 
per cent of the meat “block” (i.e., the 
total of all meat, meat byproducts, 
poultry meat and poultry products) 
used in the product. 


• “Tissue from ground bone” could 
not be used in the manufacture of 
strained baby, junior or toddler foods 
due to the flouride content. Food 
quality officials note that although the 
flouride content of bone tissue is not 
considered a health hazard, flouride 
intakes by children need to be con­ 
trolled more closely than for adults in 
order to avoid discoloration of chil­ 
dren’s teeth. 


• “Tissue from ground bone” would 
have to contain a minimum of 14 per 
cent protein and would be limited to a 
maximum of 30 per cent fat. 
• The calcium content of bone tis­ 
sue could not exceed 0.75 per cent, 
and the minimum protein 
quality 
would be set at a protein efficiency 
ratio of 2.5, the latter being equal to 
the quality of milk protein casein. 
• No standards are proposed cov­ 
ering maximum microbiological con­ 
tent of “tissue from ground bone” be­ 
cause U SDA reviews found no evi­ 
dence that there is bacterial health 
hazard associated with this product 
when it is handled in keeping with 
good manufacturing practices. Feder­ 
al meat 
inspectors monitor meat 
packing firms to maintain strict sani­ 
tary requirements, and appropriate 
control programs exist to provide for 
safe handling practices. 


• Products failing to meet the stan­ 
dards for bone tissue because of high 
calcium content could be used only 
for rendering animal fat. Until such 
time as U SD A establishes standards 
for producing low temperature ren­ 
dered products, bone tissue product 
that fails to meet the proposed stan­ 
dards for reasons other than high cal­ 
cium may be used only in producing 
imitation meat products.

Cakes sometimes are a sore 
point in discussions of microwave 
cooking. They do not have a 
brown crust and it does take some 
practice to get them perfect. Here 
are some suggestions to make the 
going easier.

K y our cake is to be unfrosted, 
try baking ones that have a natu­ 
ral color such as chocolate or 
spice cakes. White and y ellow 
cakes will have to be frosted to 
get them looking just right. Cakes 
must be cooked in nonmetal pans. 
If y ou want to remove the cake 
from the pan, either line the cake 
pan with wax ed pas per or lightly 
grease it. 
The goal is to bake the cake 
evenly . Elevate it on a glass cus­ 
tard cup or some other glass dish 
to help it to cook evenly . Also ro­ 
tate the cake pan several times 
during the cooking period. 


Lefslearn 
to micro-cook 


CAKES BAKED IN the micro­ 
wave do rise high so be sure not 
to fill the pan more than half full. 
If y ou have ex tra baitter, use it for 
cupcakes. Sometimes microwaved 
cakes have an imeven topT You 
can help prevent this by letting 
the batter settle in the cake pan a 
few minutes before putting it in to 
cook. 


THE TOP OF cakes done in the 
microwave oven often have a 
moist appearance, even when the 
cake is done. You have to get 
used to this and not be inclined to 
oontint» cooking the cake to get 
rid of the moist spots. They ’ll usu­ 
ally disappear as the cake sits af­ 
ter baking. A cake is done when a 
toothpick inserted in the center 
comes 
out dean. 
Overcooked 
cakes get very hard and are 
worthless. 


I hope y ou will give cake-baking 
in the microwave a whirl. I know 
that when I started baking cakes 
in the oven, I got a little dis­ 
couraged reading all the do’s and 
don’ts. NOW I bake all but a few 
cakes the microwave way so my 
discouragement was shortlived. 


This is a good cake for picnics 
and lunch box es. It also gives the 
bouse a fragrant aroma when 
baking. The applesauce keeps it 
moist and the chocolate makes it 
dark. 


I do a lot of plain snaddng-ty pe 
cakes for my children and their 
friends and also to have on band 
for unex pected company . These 
cakes aren’t frosted and aire great 
for the lunch box crowd. I make 
these cakes in square glass pans, 
but when I’m making a round 
cake to be frosted, I use a round 
plastic pan designed for use to mi­ 
crowave ovens. Round glass bak­ 
ing dishes are fine to use, too.

SAUERBRATEN 
1 rump roast, 
5 to 6 pounds 
4 teaspoons salt

1 teaspoon peppercorns 
About 4 to 6 day s before cooking, 
rub meat with the salt and pepper. 
Place in a large bowl. Pierce each 
onion with about 12 cloves and place 
in bowl with meat. Combine all re­ 
maining ingredients and pour over 
meat. Cover bowl tightly and place in 
refrigerator 4 to 6 day s to marinate, 
turning meat once each day . 
When ready to cook, drain liquid 
from meat and save. Pat meat dry 
and brown it in 3 tablespoons shorten­ 
ing in a heavy skillet or Dutch oven. 
Add the following gravy and let sim­ 
mer for 3 to 
hours, covered, until 
meat is tender. 


RED CABBAGE 
2 V2 pounds red cabbage 
1 tablespoon vegetable 
shortening 
1 bay leaf 
1 teaspoon or more 
caraway seeds 
1 teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons wine vinegar 
or red wine 
3 t o 
4 
tart 
apples, 
washed, 
sliced and cored 
1 teaspoon cornstarch 
1 tablespoon cold water 
Remove coarse outer leaves 'from 
cabbage and discard. Cut cabbage in 
4 sections to remove core. Wash and 
shred finely . Cook in water for a half 
hour, covered. 
Add the shortening, bay leaf, cara­ 
way seeds, salt, wtoe vinegar and ap­ 
ples. Cook, covered, an additional 
hour, until tender. 
Season cabbage to taste with sugar. 
Thicken with cornstarch and one ta­ 
blespoon water, that have been mix ed 
together. Serves 8 to 12. 


Gravy : 
IV2 cups flour 
4 cups water ^ 
2 cups strained marinade 
In a heavy iron skillet over low 
heat, brown flour. Stir constantly until 
flour is light brown. Let skillet cool. 
Then slowly add the water and 
strained marinade. Stir until smooth 
and pour over meat. Cook as directed 
above. If gravy becomes too thin, it 
can be thickened with a flour and wa­ 
ter mix ture or some crushed ginger- 
snaps just before serving. Serves 12. 


POTATO DUMPLINGS 
4 to 5 pounds 
red potatoes 
2 slices white bread, cubed 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 cups flour 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 
1 tablespoon salt 
1 teaspoon nutmeg 
'The day before, boil potatoes in 
their jackets. Cool and peel. Refrig­ 
erate until ready to make dumplings. 
Brown bread cubes on all sides in 
butter and set aside. 
Just before cooking, grate boiled po­ 
tatoes with hand grater into a large 
bowl. Add flour, eggs, salt and nut­ 
meg and mix together. With floured 
h a r^ , shape into balls about 3 inches 
in diameter. Press 3 to 4 bread cubes 
into center of each, covering with 
dough. 
Drop into boiling salted water in \ 
large kettle and simmer until they 
float to the top, about 15 to 20 min­ 
utes, uncovered. Remove with slotted 
spoon and drain well. Keep warm un­ 
to ready to serve. Makes approx i­ 
mately 15 to 18 dumplings. 
Reheat leftovers in a buttered, cov­ 
ered baking dish, or slice thickly and 
brown in butter. 


BIENENSTICH 
1 cup slivered almonds 
1/3 cup sugar

Spread over bot­ 
tom lay er of cake in pan. Then re­ 
place the top lay er over the pudding. 
Cut in squares to serve. Serves 18. 
Leftova^ should be refrigerated.

You can wrap this cake or part 
of it in plastic wrap, freeze it and 
then reheat it in the microwave 
for 1 to 2 minutes on high. De­ 
licious!

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Practice makes perfect 
in micro-baking cakes 


Cakes sometimes are a sore 
point in discussions of microwave 
cooking. They do not have a 
brown crust and it does take some 
practice to get them perfect. Here 
are some suggestions to make the 
going easier. 


If your cake is to be unfrosted, 
try baking ones that have a natu­ 
ral color such as chocolate or 
spice cakes. White and yellow 
cakes w ill have to be frosted to 
get them looking just right. Cakes 
must be cooked in nonmetal pans. 
If you want to remove the cake 
from the pan, either line the cake 
pan with waxed paper or lightly 
grease it. 
The goal is to bake the cake 
evenly. Elevate it on a glass cus­ 
tard cup or some other glass dish 
to help it to cook evenly. Also ro­ 
tate the cake pan several times 
during the cooking period. 


THE TOP OF cakes done in the 
microwave oven often have a 
moist appearance, even when the 
cake is done. You have to get 
used to this and not be inclined to 
continue cooking the cake to get 
rid of the moist spots. They’ll usu­ 
ally disappear as the cake sits af­ 
ter baking. A cake is done when a 
toothpick inserted in the center 
comes 
out 
clean. 
Overcooked 
cakes get very hard and are 
worthless. 
I do a lot of plain snacking-type 
cakes for my children and their 
friends and also to have on hand 
for unexpected company. These 
cakes aren’t frosted and are great 
for the lunch box crowd. I make 
these cakes in square glass pans, 
but when I’m making a round 
cake to be frosted, I use a round 
plastic pan designed for use in mi­ 
crowave ovens. Round glass bak­ 
ing dishes are fine to use, too.

Let's learn 
to micro-cook 


CAKES BAKED IN the micro­ 
wave do rise high so be sure not 
to fill the pan more than half full. 
If you have extra batter, use it for 
cupcakes. Sometimes microwaved 
cakes have an uneven top? You 
can help prevent this by letting 
the batter settle in the cake pan a 
few minutes before putting it in to 
cook. 


1 hope you will give cake-baking 
in the microwave a whirl. I know 
that when I started baking cakes 
in the oven, I got a little dis­ 
couraged reading all the do’s and 
don’ts. Nbw I bake all but a few 
cakes the microwave way so my 
discouragement was shortlived. 


This is a good cake for picnics 
and lunch boxes. It also gives the 
house a fragrant aroma when 
baking. The applesauce keeps it 
moist and the chocolate makes it 
dark. 


CHOCOLATE APPLESAUCE 
CAKE 
bl cup salad oil 
2 ounces semisweet or milk 
chocolate (squares or bits) 
2 cups unsifted all-purpose flour 
1 cup sugar 
IV2 tablespoon cornstarch 
2 teaspoons baking soda 


Va teaspoon salt 
It* teaspoon cinnamon 
bl teaspoon nutmeg 
bi teaspoon cloves 
I cup chopped walnuts 


1 cup raisins 
2 cups applesauce 
Powdered sugar to sprinkle on 
baked cake 
Put oil and chocolate in glass 
bowl and microwave, uncovered, 
for I to 2 minutes on high or until 
melted. Set aside. Stir together 
the flour, granulated sugar, corn­ 
starch, soda, salt, cinnamon, nut­ 
meg, cloves, raisins and nuts. Add 
applesauce and chocolate mixture 
to the dry ingredients and mix by 
hand until well blended. 
Pour into 7-xllJinch glass un­ 
lined and ungreased baking dish. 
Cook uncovered for 12 to 13 min­ 
utes on high or until toothpick in­ 
serted in center comes out clean. 
Be sure to elevate the cake dish 
during cooking and also turn it 
several times. 
Sprinkle baked 
cake with powdered sugar. 
You can w ra p this c a k e or p art 
of it in p la stic WTap, freeze it and 
then re h e a t it in the microwave 
for I to 2 minutes on high. De­ 
licious!

SAUERBRATEN 
1 rump roast, 
5 to 6 pounds 
4 teaspoons salt 
Dash of pepper 
3 small onions 
About 3 dozen whole cloves 
2 cups vinegar 
2 cups water 
Va cup sugar 
3 bay leaves 
1 teaspoon peppercorns 
About 4 to 6 days before cooking, 
rub meat with the salt and pepper. 
Place in a large bowl. Pierce each 
onion with about 12 cloves and place 
in bowl with meat. Combine all re­ 
maining ingredients and pour over 
meat. Cover bowl tightly and place in 
refrigerator 4 to 6 days to marinate, 
turning meat once each day. 
When ready to cook, drain liquid 
from meat and save. Pat meat dry 
and brown it in 3 tablespoons shorten­ 
ing in a heavy skillet or Dutch oven. 
Add the following gravy and let sim­ 
mer for 3 to 3Va hours, covered, until 
meat Is tender. 


Gravy: 
I i i cups flour 
4 cups water 
2 cups strained marinade 
In a heavy iron skillet over low 
heat, brown flour. Stir constantly until 
flour is light brown. Let skillet cool. 
Then slowly add the water and 
strained marinade. Stir until smooth 
and pour over meat. Cook as directed 
above. If gravy becomes too thin, it 
can be thickened with a flour and wa­ 
ter mixture or some crushed ginger- 
snaps just before serving. Serves 12. 


POTATO DUMPLINGS 
4 to 5 pounds 
red potatoes 
2 slices white bread, cubed 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 cups flour 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 
I tablespoon salt 
I teaspoon nutmeg 
The day before, boil potatoes in 
their jackets. Cool and peel. Refrig­ 
erate until ready to make dumplings. 
Brown bread cubes on all sides in 
butter and set aside. 
Just before cooking, grate boiled po­ 
tatoes with hand grater into a large 
bowl. Add flour, eggs, salt and nut­ 
meg and mix together. With floured 
hands, shape into balls about 3 inches 
in diameter. Press 3 to 4 bread cubes 
into center of each, covering with 
dough. 
Drop into boiling salted water in ^ 
large kettle and simmer until they 
float to the top, about 15 to 20 min­ 
utes, uncovered. Remove with slotted 
spoon and drain well. Keep warm un­ 
til ready to serve. Makes approxi­ 
mately 15 to 18 dumplings. 
Reheat leftovers in a buttered, cov­ 
ered baking dish, or slice thickly and 
brown in butter. 


RED CABBAGE 
211 pounds red cabbage 
I tablespoon vegetable 
shortening 
I bay leaf 
I teaspoon or more 
caraway seeds 
1 teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons wine vinegar 
or red wine 
3 to 
4 
tart 
apples, 
washed, 
sliced and cored 
I teaspoon cornstarch 
I tablespoon cold water 
Remove coarse outer leaves from 
cabbage and discard. Cut cabbage in 
4 sections to remove core. W’ash and 
shred finely. Cook in w'ater for a half 
hour, covered. 
Add the shortening, bay leaf, cara­ 
way seeds, salt, wine vinegar and ap­ 
ples. Cook, covered, an additional 
hour, until tender. 
Season cabbage to taste with sugar. 
Thicken with cornstarch and one ta­ 
blespoon water, that have been mixed 
together. Serves 8 to 12. 


BIENENSTICH 
I cup slivered almonds 
1/3 cup sugar 
Va cup butter or 
margarine 
1 tablespoon milk 
1% cup sifted 
all-purpose flour 
3 teaspoons baking powder 


Va teaspoon salt 
bl cup butter or 
margarine 
2/3 cup sugar 
2 eggs 
5 tablespoons milk 
I teaspoon vanilla 
I tablespoon flour 
I package (3 ounces) 
vanilla pudding 
\I cup butter 
In a saucepan, combine the al­ 
monds, 1/3 cup sugar. Va cup butter 
and I tablespoon milk. Heat until but­ 
ter and sugar are melted. Set aside. 
Sift 1% cups flour, baking powder 
and salt together and set aside. 
In mixing bowl, cream the % cup 
margarine. Gradually beat in 2/3 cup 
sugar until mixture is light. Add eggs, 
one at a time, beating well. Alternate­ 
ly beat in sifted flour mixture with 
milk and vanilla. 
Spread batter into a lightly greased 
jelly roll pan. Sprinkle batter in pan 
with 2 tablespoon flour. Spoon almond 
mixture over this and bake 20 minutes 
at 375 degrees. 
Cool cake and then cut in half in 
order to remove it from pan. Cut each 
piece in half horizontally to make two 
layers. Then return the two bottom 
pieces to pan, to make the bottom 
cake layer. 
Prepare vanila pudding according 
to package directions. When done, re­ 
move from heat. Add Vt cup butter 
and stir until melted. Spread over bot­ 
tom layer of cake in pan. Then re­ 
place the top layer over the pudding. 
Cut in squares to serve. Serves 13. 
Leftovers should be refrigerated.
